Stalker  a

The  removal  of  Mr  John 
Stalker  from  a sensitive  in- 
vestigation into  policing  in 
Northern  Ireland  could  have 
been  the  result  of  career 
jealousy  by  his  colleagues.

Tunnel  proposal 
delays  road  work

There  is  growing  concern 
about  the  long  delay  of  the 
Department  of  Transport  in 
reaching  a decision  on  the 
upgrading  of  a section  of 
North  Circular  Road  at  Ea- 
ling, west  London. 

ft  is  nearly  two  years  since 
the  department  received  the 
report  of  the  inspector  after  a 
public  inquiry  on  the  up- 
grading of  the  road  between 
Pope’s  Lane  and  Western 
Avenue. 

There  is  still  no  indication 
that  a decision  is  imminent 
The  department  talks  of  com- 
plex issues  raised  by  the 
inspector’s  report  as  causing 
the  delay,  but  it  is  believed 
that  the  key  issue  is  whether  a 
stretch  of  the  road  should  be 
put  in  a tunnel  which  would 
be  much  more  expensive  than 
caiTying  it  along  die  surface.

Lawyers  and  computers:  1 

Revolution  goes  to  court  as 
desk-top  terminals  move  in 

towyers  and  the  courts  are 


Lawyers  and  the  courts  are 
poised  for  a computer  revolu- 
tion. Desk-top  terminals  are 
moving  fo  among  wigs,  gowns 
and  bundles  tied  with  tape  and 
the  Government  has  em- 
barked on  a 10-year  pro- 
gramme for  computerizing  the 
running  of  courts. 

Computers  are  also  moving 
in  to  the  courtroom.  The 
Government  is  legislating  so 
evidence  can  be  taken  by  live 
video  link  in  child  sexual 
abuse  cases  and  where  wit- 
nesses are  abroad;  the  Bar  has 
even  proposed  that  such  links 
be  used  in  remand  hearings,  to 
avoid  prisoners  having  to  be 
brought  to  court 

In  the  civil  courts,  a key 
proposal  of  the  Lord  Chan- 
cellor's 10-year  computeriza- 
tion strategy  is  a centralized 
Claims  Registry  to  handle 
routine  processing  of  sum- 
monses, such  as  debt  recov- 
ery. one  of  the  biggest  areas  of 
civil  work. 

County  courts  would  be 
equipped  with  computer  ter- 
minals so  they  could  link 
directly  with  one  of  three 
central  data  bases.  Those  will 
handle  record-keeping,  re- 
ceipts and  payments. 

At  Staines  County  Court,  an 
experiment  is  under  way  for 
computerized  debt  recovery 
procedures  and  there  are  other 
pilot  projects  covering  bailiffs' 
warrant  control  suitors'  each 
payments,  divorce  casework 
and  district  registry  casework. 


In  the  first  of two  articles  on  lawyers  and  computers. 
Frances  Gibb  ‘ Legal  Affairs  Correspondent,  looks  at 
how  computers  and  new  technology  are  moving  into 
the  courts. 


In  the  Crown  Court  there  is 
an  experiment  in  four  cen- 
tres — the  Inner  London  ses- 
sions. Nottingham.  Leicester 
and  Derby  — covering  the 
administration  of  the  courts* 
casework,  the  fisting  of  cases 
and  payment  of  lawyers*  fees. 

If  successful,  independent 
management  consultants  have 
recommended  a computer 
network  covering  all  70 
Crown  Court  centres. 

Computers  are  similarly 
moving  into  magistrates' 
courts,  mainly  to  help  with 
accounting  but  increasingly, 
in  places  such  as  Ealing  and 
Brentford,  in  west  London,  to 
extend  administrative  help. 

The  first  experiments  have 
taken  {dace  for  electronic  links 
between  courts  and  their 
users  — lawyers,  police, 
prison  and  probation  staff — 
and  the  results  are  being 
examined  to  see  if  they  could 
be  widened. 

One,  run  by  British  Tele- 
com's property  and  law  ser- 
vices division  and  Prestel, 
involved  four  London  courts. 
It  looked  at  the  benefits  of 
sending  to  the  profession  up- 
to-the-minute  information  on 
listing  of  cases. 

The  second  trial  based  on 
three  Birmingham  courts,  in- 


volved the  use  of  electronic 
mail.  Lawyers  were  sent  ad- 
vance details  of  their  expected 
cases.  The  information  was 
updated  as  lists  were  changed 

Despite  such  experiments, 
the  Government  is  not  going 
far  enough  in  committing 
itself  to  using  computers  and 
technology  in  the  courts,  law- 
yers say.  Mr  Henry  Brooke, 
QG  chairman  last  year  of  the 
Senate  computer  committee, 
says  there  has  been  "little 
positive  progress”  towards 
identifying  how  technology 
could  make  the  criminal  jus- 
tice system  more  efficient. 

Lawyers  are  keen  to  have 
two-way  communications  so 
they  can  “talk”  to  the  courts  as 
weu  as  receiving  information. 

Above  all  the  Bar  and  the 
Law  Society  are  pressing  for  a 
computer  to  assist  courts  in 
monitoring  caseloads  and 
striking  out  dormant  cases 

Even  if  government  funds 
are  restricted,  Mr  Brooke  says 
the  way  forward  should  be 
some  low-cost  pilot  projects  to 
test  computerized  case  con- 
trol With  the  Government 
likely  to  embark  on  sweeping 
reforms  to  the  civil  courts  in 
the  next  two  years,  the  time  is 
now  ripe.  Mr  Brooke  says.

Reagan  exonerates  top  officials 


Paris  — More  than  30,000  people  marched  through  the 
streets  of  the  French  capital  yesterday  to  protest  against  die 
Government's  proposed  reforms  to  the  French  nationality 
code  (Susan  MacDonald  writes). 

There  were  more  than  200  organizations  represented  in 
the  demonstration,  which  was  arranged  by  the  French  anti- 
racist  group,  SOS  Raceme.  Among  those  taking  part  were 
leaders  of  the  Socialist  Party  and  the  Socialist  and 
Communist-led  trade  unions. 

The  Bill  abolishes  the  automatic  right  to  French 
citizenship  of  children  born  in  France  to  non-French 
nationals  and  tightens  the  nationality  regulations  relating  to 
marriages.  But  after  a statement  by  M Aibin  Chalandon, 
Minister  of  Justice,  it  looks  as  if  it  will  be  redrafted  and  not 
presented  to  Parliament  in  the  spring  session.

Madrid  (Renter)  - Police  fought  with  anti-American 
protesters  on  the  outskirts  of  Torrejbn  air  base  yesterday, 
after  thousands  of  Spaniards  marched  there  demanding  an 
end  to  the  US  military  presence  iu  Spain. 

Only  hoars  before  Mr  Caspar  Weinberger,  the  US 
Defence  Secretary,  was  doe  to  arrive  for  an  official  visit,  the 
marchers  trekked  14  miles  from  Madrid  behind  a samba 
band  and  banners  reading  “Nato  No,  Neutrality  Yes,  Bases 
Out". 

Witnesses  said  that  as  the  rally  broke  np  peacefully,  small 
groups  of  demonstrators  gathered  outside  die  base  perimeter 
fence  and  began  burling  stones  at  police,  who  replied  with 
smoke  bombs,  rubber  ballets  and  baton  charges. 


President  Reagan,  embark- 
ing on  a new  strategy  for 
controlling  the  political  dam- 
age of  the  Iran  arms  scandal, 
admitted  for  the  first  time  at 
the  weekender  was  wrong.”

people.”

Britain  has  received  ass- 
urances from  Israel  that  it  will 
slop  forging  British  passports 
for  use  by  Mossad  secret 
I service  agents  abroad. 

The  secret  Israeli  operation 
was  uncovered  last  summer 
when  eight  forged  passports, 
and  documents  Unking  them 
with  IsraeL  were  discovered 
by  chance  in  a telephone 
booth  in  West  Germany  and 
nanded  in  to  the  British 
Embassy. 

According  to  The  Sunday 
Times,  which  disclosed  the 
story  yesterday,  the  blank 
passports  were  found  to  be 
high  quality  forgeries,  al- 
though it  was  not  clear  where 
the  Israeli  agents  intended  to 
use  them. 

In  October  the  Israeli 
Ambassador  in  London,  Mr 
Yehuda  Avner,  was  severely 
rebuked  by  the  Minister  of 
State  at  the  Foreign  Office,  Mr 
Timothy  Renton.

For  a country  whose  cost  of 
living  has  been  rising  so 
rapidly,  there  has  so  far  been 
remarkably  little  unrest,  even 
though  more  than  100,000 
people  were  involved  in  some 
900  strikes  last  year. 

But  with  the  new  law  com- 
ing into  effect  many  workers 
have  found  themselves  worse 
off  than  in  1986,  and  there  are 
fears  that  the  scale  of  last 
year’s  disruption  could  be 
exceeded.

Angry  prelates  have  also 
demanded  a church-state 
separation,  the  closing  of  all 
cbnrches  during  the  celebra- 
tions for  Greek  Independence 
Day  on  March  25  and  appeals 
to  the  European  Court  of 
Justice  over  the  decision  an- 
nounced by  the  Prime  Min- 
ister, Mr  Andreas 
Papandreon. 

To  bolster  his  Government’s 
flagging  popularity  among 
Greek  fanners,  Mr 
Papandreon  has  decided  to 
frtfil  his  fong-oveidne  pre- 
election pledge  to  release  not 
only  the  church’s  land  but  that 
of  the  deposed  Greek  royal 
family. 

A draft  law,  which  Par- 
liament will  debate  on  Wed- 
nesday, will  virtually 
dispossess  the  church,  the 
country's  biggest  landowner 
after  the  stale,  of  more  than 
370,000  acres  of  forest,  pas- 
tures and  farmland,  hot  above 
all  of  its  control  over  hfghly- 
valnabfe  but  undeveloped  ur- 
ban property.

Mr  Mikhail  Gorbachov's 
drive  to  clean  up  Soviet  public 
life  has  taken  a dramatic  turn 
with  the  public  disgracing  of 
Mr  Dmmukhamed  Kunayev, 
a former  long-serving  member 
of  the  Politburo  and  .close 
associate  of  the  late  President 
Brezhnev. 

Mr  Kunayev,  aged  75*  bolds 
many  of  the  Soviet  Union's 
most  coveted  honours.  He  was 
a “Hero  of  Socialist  Labour” 
in  1972,  1976  and  1982,  the 
holder  of  eight  Orders  of 
Lenin,  the  Order  of  the  Red 
Banner  of  Labour,  and  in  1959 
was  awarded  a special  medal 
“for  valiant  labour". 

Western  diplomatic  sources 
said  last  nigbt  that  the  de- 
cision to  take  such  a drastic 
step  against  a man  who  led  the 
Communist  Party  in  the  Cen- 
tral Asian  republic  of  Kazakh- 
stan for  22  years  and  was  a 
voting  member  of  the  Polit- 
buro for  15  years  was  an 
indication  that  plans  might  be 
under  way  to  bring  him  to 
formal  trial. 

In  announcing  the  move, 
Tass  said  that  a leading  party 
body  in  Kazakhstan  had  been 
instructed  “to  discuss  the 
question  of  the  responsibility 
as  a party  member”  of  Mr 
Kunayev  — official  jargon 
meaning  that  expulsion  from 
the  party  is  likely  to  follow. 

The  Soviet  agency  listed 
charges  against  the  former 
regional  party  chief,  whose 
removal  from  office  last 
December  prompted  fierce 
rioting.  They  were:  “gross 
violations  of  the  standards  of 
party  life;  establishing  the  cult 


of  his  personality;  distorting 
personnel  policy;  manifesta- 
tions of  the  mentality  of 
‘everything  goes',  which  led  to 
the  development  in  the  repub- 
lic of  protectionism:  abuse  of 
office;  bribe-taking;  corrup- 
tion; nationalist  and  other 
negative  phenomena”. 

The  action,  which  was  in- 
stigated by  Mr  Kunayev's 
successor  as  party  chief,  the 


Mr  Kunayev:  holder  of  many 
top  Soviet  honours. 

Russian-born  Mr  Gennady 
Kolbin,  is  understood  to  .have 
had  Mr  Gorbachov’s  personal 
approval. 

The  Western  sources  ex- 
plained that,  if  Mr  Kunayev 
were  eventually  brought  to 
trial,  it  would  be  the  first  time 
that  a top  party  leader  had 
been  subjected  to  criminal 
charges  since  the  show  trials 
aud  execution  in  the  1930s  of 
Old  Bolshevik  revolu- 
tionaries, including  Nikolai 


Bukharin,  Lev  Kamenev  and 
Grigory  Zinoviev. 

The  most  recent  example  of 
such  a high-level  party  official 
leaving  office  under  a cloud 
was  in  1972,  when  the  Geor- 
gian party  leader,  Mr  Vasily 
Mzhavadnadze,  was  retired 
amid  widespread  rumours  of 
corruption  which  were  never 
publicly  confirmed.  He  was 
given  a pension  and  there  was 
no  public  reprimand. 

Since  Mr  - Kunayev  was 
ousted  from  the  leadership  of 
the  Kazakh  party,  Mr  Kolbin, 
a staunch  Gorbachov  loyalist, 
has  been  conducting  a ruthless 
_puig e of  corrupt  officials. 
Earlier  this  month,  an  opulent 
chain  of  guest-houses  and 
hunting  lodges  reserved  for 
tiie  party  elite  was  turned  into 
kindergartens  and  summer 
camps  for  young  people. 

According  to  Soviet 
sources,  the  December  riots 
and  the  subsequent  investiga- 
tion of  their  cause  dem- 
onstrated the  full  extent  to 
which  Kazakhstan  had  be- 
come corrupted  under  Mr 
Kunayev's  leadership.  He  was 
finally  dismissed  from  the 
Politburo  in  January.  His 
supporters,  many  with  a 
vested  interest  in  his  survival, 
were  among  those  who  in- 
stigated the  street  violence.

Hungarians  march 
for  democracy

More  than  2,000  Hungar- 
ians marched  through  Buda- 
pest yesterday  to  celebrate 
National  Day.  and  call  for 
more  democracy. 

The  inarch  began  sponta- 
neously just  after  midday, 
when  several  hundred  young 
Hungarians  gathered  round 
one  of  the  most  cherished 
monuments  in  Budapest,  the 
statue  of  Sandor  Petofi, 
Hungary’s  19th-century  rev- 
olutionary poet. 

Hungarians  of  every  con- 
ceivable background  — includ- 
ing dissidents  and  survivors  of 
the  1956  revolution  — ap- 
peared; there  were  also  punk 
rockers  with  their  hair  dyed  in 
Hungary's  national  colours  of 
red,  white  and  green,  and 
people  dressed  in  the  lavish 
hussar-style  uniform  which 
was  the  historical  formal  attire 
of  the  country.  All  without 
exception  wore  ribbons  of  the 
Hungarian  flag.  As  they 
marched  along  the  Danube 
they  slopped  at  monuments 
erected  at  the  places  where 
Hungary's  1848  democratic 
revolutionaries  were  shot  by 
the  Austrians. 

Here,  though  the  police  had 
gone  to  great  pains  to  erect 
loudspeakers  which  would 
drown  their  speeches,  the 
crowd  cheered  as  Mr  Gyorgy 
Gado,  a dissident  editor,  ad- 
dressed them.  ■ 


He  reminded  them  that  the 
1848  revolutionaries  had  de- 
manded a ; free  press  and  an 
independent  government  for 
Hungary,  two  things  the  coun- 
try still  did  not  possess. 

There  were  roars  of  ap- 
plause when  he  said;  he  hoped 
it  would  one  day  be  possible 
for  them  all  to  march  to  the 
grave  of  Imre  Nagy,  the 
executed  Prime  Minister,  who 
had  been  at  the  centre  of  the 
1956  uprising  . 

In  contrast  to  last  year’s 
National  Day,  Budapest  po- 
lice heeded  warnings  to  keep  a 
low  profile  and  avoid 
provocation  or  violence.  At 
the  end  of  last  year’s  march, 
police  and  demonstrators  had 
dashed  on  the  Chain  Bridge 
after  the  authorities  arrested  a 
young  girL 

Yesterday,  with  very  few 
uniformed  police  visible  dur- 
ing the  march,  cooler  heads 
prevailed. 

By  the  time  the  marchers 
had  passed  the  Foreign  Min- 
istry and  reached  Batthanyi 
Square  by  the  late  afternoon 
their  numbers  had  dwindled, 
but  there  were  stiD  several 
hunched  left  to  sing  a resound- 
ing chorus  of  one  of  the  1848 
revolutionary  hymns.  It  was  a 
poignant  reminder  to  the 
authorities  that,-  for  many 
Hungarians,  patriotism  and 
liberty  march  hand  in  hand.  .

Thatcher 
may  meet 
Sakharov

Mrs  Thatcher  may  meet  ai 
least  one  senior  Soviet  dis- 
sident, possibly  the  human 
rights  campaigner.

Sri  Lanka’s  civil  war 


Innocent  die  in  shelling  that  never  was 


From  Michael  Hamlyn 
Jaffna 

As  many  as  20  innocent 
people  died  when  mortars  fell 
in  the  crowded  streets  of  this 
northern  city  in  Sri  Lanka  a 
week  , ago.  The  figure  varies 
according  to  whom  you  talk, 
but  the  lowest  figure  is  20. 

The  shelling  was  the  worst 
example  of  random  civilian 
killing  that  Jaffna  has  experi- 
enced in  the  four-year-old 
civil  war  between  separatists 
fighting  for  an  independent 
Tamil  state  in  the  north  and 
east  of  the  country  and  the 
armed  forces. 

But  a government  commu- 
nique from  the  media  centre 
of  the  National  Security  Min- 
istry insists  that  the  shelling 
did  not  happen. 

The  communique  issued 
last  week  refers  to  reports 
published  in  Indian  news- 
papers and  says  firmly:  “No 
such  incidents  of  killing  and 
damage  to  property  took  place 
on  the  date  or  dates  men- 
tioned. All  the  reports  are 
figments  of  the  minds  of 
terrorist  propagandists  picked 
up . by  correspondents  not 
always  wedded  to  the  bal- 


anced reporting  of  news.” 

Outside  the  Rajah  cinema,  a 
few  hundred  yards  north  of 
the  main  bazaar  in  Jafiha,  the 
gate  pillar  is  deeply  pitted  by 
shrapnel.  The  ground  round 
the  foot  of  the  pillar  is  still 
blackened  where  a young  man 
selling  petrol  in  bottles  was 
incinerated  when  the  shells 
struck.  Petrol  is  sold  like  this 
in  Jaffna  because  a fuel  em- 
bargo by  the  Government  has 
reduced  supplies  drastically. 

The  shopfronts  around  are' 
also  pockmarked  by  pieces  of 
flying  metal  In  the  little 
hardware  store  owned  by  Mr 
Shabir  Hussain  across  the 
road  the  floor  is  darkly  stained 
with  blood.  Mr  Shabir  himself 
died.  His  brother  lay  on  the 
floor  with  blood  pouring  from 
a wound  in  his  leg,  but  be  is 
alive  in  a Jaffna  hospitaL 

Altogether  eight  Muslims 
died  as  a result  of  a conflict  in 
which  they  took  no  part.  The 
quarrel  is  between  the  ethnic 
Tamils,  mainly  Hindu,  and 
the  majority  Sinhalese,  mainly 
BuddhisL 

The  shelling  began,  the 
guerrillas  admit,  while  they 
were  firing  mortars  at  the  old 


Dutch  fort  by  the  sea  front  in 
Jaffna. 

But  they  are  adamant  that 
they  were  not  firing  from 
anywhere  near  the  cinema. 
“Our  mortars  are  locally 
manufactured;  they  can't  go 
that  far,”  Mr  Balasubra- 
maniafe  Kanakaratnam,  who 
is  known  as  “Rahim,”  ex- 
plained. He  is  the  local  spokes- 
man for  the  Liberation  Tigers 
of  Tamil  Eelam  (LTTE),  the 
most  powerful  guerrilla  group. 

The  cinema  projectionist, 
hearing  foe  shelling,  stopped 
foe  picture  and  advised  foe 
audience  to  go  home.  They 
were  caught  densely  packed  in 
foe  open  when  three  mortar 
bombs  felL 

At  foe  hospital  quarter  a 
mile  away,  they  had  problems 
of  their  own.  “When  I heard 
shells  being  fired  I went  to 
outpatients  to  see  what  was 
happening,”  Dr  Sivakumar. 
the  president  of  the  Jaffna 
branch  of  foe  Government 
Medical  Officers'  Association, 
said.  “There  was  a targe 
number  of  people  there,  be- 
cause visiting  time  bad  just 
ended.  I told  them  to  get  right 
inside  the  building. 


“It  was  just  as  well.  After 
most  of  them  had  moved,  a 
shell  fell  where  they  had  been? 

As  it  was,  only  one  person 
died  in  foe  hospital  blast,  a 
volunteer  social  worker  in  the 
patients'  welfare  department 

By  this  time  the  whole 
hospital  was  in  a panic,  and 
then  50  patients  arrived  from 
the  cinema  blasts  and  “We  ran 
out  of  blood,”Dr  Sivakumar 
said. 

After  half  an  hour  volunteer 
blood  donors  began  arriving  at 
foe  hospitaL  “but  by  then  it 
was  too  late  for  many." 

People's  anger  at  the  blood- 
shed has  combined  with  their 
feelings  of  undue  persecution 
because  of  foe  fuel  embargo 
and  foe  cutting  off  of  tele- 
communication links  with  foe 
rest  of  foe  country.  It  has 
undone  much  of  the  work  that 
certain  elements  within  the 
armed  forces  have  been 
attempting  while  trying  to  win 
Tamil  hearts  and  minds. 

“It  has  been  a real  setback,” 
admitted  one  military  man  at 
Palaly  camp,  foe  biggest  mili- 
tary installation  in  foe  Jaffna 
peninsula.

Alan  Franks  reports  on  how  the  Falklands 
conflict  changed  the  islands  — and  islanders 


The  south  London 
constituency  of 
Mitcham  and  Morden 
is  a far  from  the 
Falkland  Islands  — 
8,000  miles,  to  be 
precise.  Yet  five  years  ago  this 
month,  when  the  Argentinian 
scrap  metal  merchants  loaded  on 
the  desolate  British  possession  of 
South  Georgia  in  the  South  At- 
lantic, the  destiny  of  these  two 
disparate  locations  became  pe- 
culiarly intertwined. 

At  that  lime  the  south  London 
seat  was  held  for  Labour  by  Bruce 
Douglas-Mann.  During  the  spring 
of  1 98Z  when  Douglas-Mann 
decided  to  resign  his  seat  and  re- 
stand as  the  SDP  candidate,  all 
seemed  safe;  opinion  polls  had  the 
SDP  ahead  of  Labour,  with  the 
Conservatives  trailing  in  third 
place. 

By  polling  day  in  June  of  that 
year,  everything  had  changed.  The 
Conservatives'  Angela  Rumbold 
sailed  into  the  Commons  with 
42.7  per  cent  of  the  votes,  ahead  of 
Labour's  David  Nicholas  (28.8  per 
cent),  and  Douglas-Mann,  with 
27.4  per  cent 

The  story  of  this  reverse  is 
worth  recalling  in  such  local  detail 
for  the  simple  reason  that  it  was 
the  Falklands  War — or  rather  Mrs 
Thatcher’s  role  in  its  prosecution 
— which,  more  than  any  other 
single  factor,  altered  the  electoral 
course,  not  only  of  Mitcham  and 
Morden,  but  of  the  entire  country 
at  the  following  year's  general 
election. 

Yet  now,  five  years  later,  the 
islands  have  all  but  reverted  to 
their  old  obscurity.  They  remain 
the  same  remote,  sheep-depen-' 
dent  community  they  always 
were.  The  capital.  Port  Stanley, 
which  houses  the  bulk  of  the 
population,  still  resembles  a 
slightly  neglected  fishing  settle- 
ment Many  of  the  corrugated  iron 
bouses  look  sadly  in  want  of  paint; 
and  in  the  outback  (or  Camp,  from 
the  Spanish  campo  — “field”)  the 
farmers  continue  their  old  self- 
sufficient  and  private  way  of  life, 
many  eschewing  the  “metropolis” 
of  Stanley  for  years  on  end. 

Yet  beneath  the  surface  lie 
alterations  so  far-reaching  as  to 
suggest  that  the  lives  of  the  1,919 
Falklanders  will  never  be  quite  the 
same  again.  Shortly  before  the 
conflict  when  Nicholas  Ridley, 
then  Minister  of  State  at  the 
Foreign  and  Commonwealth  Of- 
fice. travelled  to  the  islands  to 
discuss  their  future  with  the 
inhabitants,  it  was  estimated  that 
as  many  as  25  per  cent  while 
intensely  pro-British,  would  not 
be  entirely  opposed  to  some  form 
of  long-term  accommodation  with 
Buenos  Aires. 


Quite  what  the  terms  of  such  an 
arrangement  would  be  was  never 
precisely  declared,  but  one 
possibility  was  that  it  would  entail 
a “leaseback”  to  Argentina,  over  a 
period  of  anything  between  20  and 
100  years.  Since  the  conflict  (the 
islanders  still  tend  to  skirt  around 
the  word  “war”),  all  that  has 
changed,  and  perhaps  irrevocably. 
It  is  now  impossible  to  find  a 
single  Falklander  who  will  counte- 
nance any  solution  which  entails 
Argentine  involvement. 

According  to  members  of  a 
Stanley-based  association  of 
islanders,  the  reason  for  this  new 
hard  line  is  the  enduring  sense  of 
shock  and  outrage  at  General 
Galtieri’s  invasion.  “We  were 
appalled  and  disgusted,”  says  one 
third-generation  islander.  “They 
told  us  that  there  would  be  no 
threat  to  our  way  oflife.  But  what 
did  they  do  when  they  arrived? 
They  changed  the  names  of  the 
settlements  and  told  us  we  must 
drive  on  the  right  How  are  they  to 
be  trusted?” 

The  rubble  of  war  still  Utters  the 
place.  Out  in  the  Camp  the 
minefields  remain,  cordoned  off 
behind  barbed  wire  fences,  while 
in  Stanley  itself  the  military 
presence  has  only  now  finally 
moved  to  the  garrison  at  Mount 
Pleasant  30  miles  away. 

Yet  there  have  been  tangible 
benefits:  in  the  wake  of  the  war, 
the  Government  made  a develop- 
ment grant  to  the  islands  of  £31 
million  over  five  years.  The  result 
has  been  a vast  improvement  in 
drainage,  roads  and  communica- 
tions. In  three  years'  time  it  is 
expected  that  the  existing  tele- 
phone system  — a radio  link  in 
which  everyone  can  hear  everyone 
else's  conversations  — will  be 
replaced  by  a modern  cellular 
system.  Add  to  that  the  arrival  of

There  are  two  other  recent  — 
and  vital  — factors  in  this  evolu- 
tion: first,  the  carving  up  of  many 
of  the  large  old  farming  estates  - 
die  “subdivision”  advocated  by 
the  prescient  Lord  Shackleton  in 
his  two  reports  on  the  islands’ 
economy  in  1976  and  1982- 
Secondly.  there  is  the  potential 
doubling  of  the  islands'  present  £4 
million  income  through  the  grant- 
ing of  217  licences  to  foreign 


vessels  lo  fish  in  the  200-mile  zone 
established  by  the  British  Gov- 
ernment at  the  end  of  last  year. 

Subdivision  has  had  an  im- 
portant social,  as  well  as  eco- 
nomic. impact,  for  it  has  meant 
that  sheep  farmers,  for  generations 
employed  on  the  land  of  absentee 
owners  (in  particular  the  Falkland 
Islands  Company,  a subsiduary  of 
Coalite)  are  now  being  offered  the 
rights  of  purchase  through  the 
Falkland  Islands  Development

In  July  1986,  a survey  published

Some  of  the  most  successful  small  businesses 
in  Britain  are  rim  by  women  who  have  taken 
over  their  husbands*  companies,  or  started  up 
on  their  own  in  later  life.  Julia  Orange 
meets  some  of  the  new  breed  of  entrepreneurs 


“I  was  crying,  and  I. remember  my 
. daughter's  . headmistress  saying: 
‘Time  is  a great  healer,  dear.’  I 
wanted  to  scream.  It  sounded  so 
trite.  She  was  right  in  a way,  but 
when  you've  lost  your  husband . . . 
There's  nothing  like  work  for  paying 
the  bins."  - 

Gilly  Goschen  was  40  when  her 
husband  David  drowned  in  a sailing 
accident.  They  were  on  a family 
■holiday  in  France.  Overnight,  ana 
with  virtually  no  experience,  she 
took  over  her  husband's  jab  as 
owner  and  managing  director  of 
their  Florian  Studios  in  Dorset  — a 
company  which  produces  high  qua!* 
itv,  hand-decorated  tiles. 

“We’ve  had  dreadful  panics,”  she 
says.  “I  didn't  even  know  how  the 
kilns  worked  when  I took  over. 
Financially  it's  still  a struggle  — but 
the  decision  to  keep  going  was  one 
of  the  best  I ever  made.  In  die  early 
days  when  all  1 warned  was  to  put 
my  head  under  a pillow  and  cry,  it 
got  me  out  of  the  bouse,  meeting 
people.  It's  given  us  a livelihood,  a 
sense  of  continuity  and  for  me  the 
deep  pleasure  of  knowing  David 
worked  so  hard  to  set  up  this 
company,  and  I haven't  given  up.” 

The  surprising  statistic  that  one 
in  eight  of  Britain's  small  businesses 
is  run  by  widows,  emerged  in  a 
recent  survey  undertaken  by  the 
Small  Business  Research  Trust  Jim 
Curran,  one  of  the  report’s  authors 


and  a sociologist  from.  Kingston, 
Polytechnic  says  he  was  “frankly 
amazed  to  find  the  figures  so  high; 
We  imagined  a high  proportion  of 
the  women  might  be  single  or 
divorced,  but  I don't  think  anyone 
thought  much  about  widows  one 
way  or  the  other”  Yet  in  1985,  out 
of  the  23,849,000  women  in  Eng- 
land and  Wales,  2,946,000  were 
widows  — nearly  a quarter  of  them 
under  65. 

Beipg  overlooked  is  not  a new 
experience  for  widows.  The  very 
classification  defines  you  by  the 
man  you  are  without,  rather  as  than 
the  woman  you  are.  But  does  the 
small  business  survey  statistic  her- 
ald a race  of  super  widows?  Hardly. 
The  figure  blurs  a starker  reality:  for 
a woman  in  her  fifties  or  sixties,  self- 
employment  may  be  the  only 
option. 

It's  not  an  easy  one.  But  Zena 
Noran,  who  is  a businesswoman 
and  widow  working  for  Cruse  (an 
organization  which  counsels  the 
recently  bereaved),  believes  that 
self-employment  is  one  of  the  most 
positive  choices  for  a widow.  "You 
see  yourself  as  a person  stripped 
bare  and  out  in  the  cold.  Money  is 
not  the  answer  — some  of  the 
saddest  people  I know  are  rich 
widows  endlessly  cruising  the 
world.  The  lucky  ones  are  those  who 
grit  their  teeth  and  jump  into,  life 
again.” 


And  by  doing  so,  many  are 
surprised  to  discover  tudden 
strengths  and  skills.  Three  and  a 
half  years  ago,  the  day  after  her 
husband  Laurie  died  suddenly  of 
cancer  at  the  age  of  53,  Elizabeth 
Sleigh  thomes  took  over  his  com- 
pany, L.H.  Sleigh tholmes  of  north 
Yorkshire,  which  sells  agricultural 
buildings  and  organizes  electrical 
works  for  piggeries.  She  was  46 
years  old  at  the  lime  of  her 
husband's  death.  “One  week  before 
my  husband  died,  we  bad  a very 
emotional  conversation  in  which  he 
said.  ‘I  think  youll  be  able  to  carry 
on.'  I didn't  tell  him  I had  already 
decided  to.”  She  started  work  the 
day  after  he  died  and  found  the 
transition,  from  being  boss's  wife  to 
boss,  a difficult  one.  “This  is  very 
mucb  a man's  job  in  a man's  place. 
For  a very  kmg  time,  although  the 
staff  were  supportive,  customers 
didn't  want  to  know  me.” 

Dr  Robert  Coffee,  senior  lecturer 
at  the  London  Business  School  and 
author  of  Women  in  Charge  (pub- 
lished  by  Allen  & Unwin),  thinks 
widows  wbo  have  the  energy  and 
the  inclination  to  work  have  several 
advantages  over  married  and  single 
women:  “Often  they  have  raised 
their  families,  have  put  husbands 
and  children  first;  and  now  they  can 
make  work  their  top  priority  ” 

For  those  with  no  experience 
there  are  a number  of  sources  of  free

advice:  the  local  Enterprise  Agency 
(300  branches  throughout  the 
United  Kingdom)  provides  training 
programmes  for  businesses;  the 
Small  Firms  Service  (operated  by 
the  Department  of  Employment) 
offers  a free  advisory  service. 

Elizabeth  Bradley,  who  has  been 
widowed  twice — once  in  her  thirties 
and  the  second  time  in  her  forties  - 
was  well  prepared  in  this  respecL 
She  had  worked  on  and  off  be  tween 
her  two  marriages.  Following  “a 
dreadful  period  of  degression  after 
my  second  husband  died  — I felt  I 
had  nothing  to  get  up  for,  no 
purpose,  no  direction,”  she  did 
voluntary  work.  Then  she  took  a 
careful  look  around  the  Dorset  town 
of  Sherborne  for  gaps  in  the  market. 
She  and  her  partner,  Dorothy 


Pftelas.  came  up  with  the  idea  of  a 
shop  selling  needlework  and  tap- 
esrry  materials. 

“We  dipped  a small  toe  in  the 
water  by  opening  a shop  so  tiny  that 
there  was  only  room  for  one  of  us 
plus  a few  customers.  We  worked 
three  days  a week  each.” 

Eighteen  months  ago  when  the 
lease  became  available  on  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  high  street  shops  in 
Sherborne,  they  approached  the 
bank  for  development  loans.  “And 
if  they  thought  of  patronizing  us,  it 
was  shortlived.  We  were  very  well 
prepared.” 

Their  new  premises,  the  Sher- 
borne Tapestry  Centre  now  em- 
ploys 10  part-time  outworkers. 
Takings  have  more  than  tripled 
since  their  first  year  in  bust  ness.  The 
drawback,  says  Mrs  Bradley,  is 
weariness:  “one  is  giving  oneself  all 
day.  and  so  there  is  not  much  time 
left  over  for  a social  life  and  no  lime 
for  jaunts.”  But,  she  says,  “without 
work  1 think  1 might  have  gone  to 
pieces.  To  be  widowed  is  a horren- 
dous experience.  Although  friends 
are  tremendous,  people  have  their 
own  lives  and  children  to  worry 
about,  and  have  a far  greater  respect 
if  you  are  seen  to  help  yourself.  I do 
have  fears  for  the  future  - one  can’t 
keep  up  this  pace  indefinitely  — but 
1 am  enjoying  the  present  tre- 
mendously.”

As  is  tbe  way  with  roost  ill 
winds,  quite  a lot  of  good  is 
about  to  blow  around  the 
place.  Community  care  is 
something  that  women  have 
long  provided  — community 
care  being  a euphemism  for 
when  a frail  and  incontinent 
old  lady  is  discharged  from  a 
geriatric  wand  and  handed 
over  to  her  already  over- 
worked, middle-aged  daugh- 
ter. Since  women  are  well 
practised  as  minders,  the 
police  force  and  the  priest- 
hood can  only  benefit  by

tbe  sort  of  duties  that  they 
have  always  done  unsung  ana 
unpaid. 

A woman  registrar  T know 
would  go  further  she  says  that 
her  profession  should  be  all- 
female,  since,  registrars  are 
only  called  upon  during  times 
of  emotional  stress.  Women, 
she  claims,  are  more  sympa- 
thetic towards  snivelling 
brides  and  parents  who  can't 
decide  whether  to  call  the 
baby  Maggie  or  Edwina. 

What  one  should  be  asking 
oneself  is  why,  when  women 


are  clamouring  to  do  a man's 
job,  men  aren't  fighting  to  do  a 
woman's  one?  It  is  not  often 
that  one  bumps  into  a male 
secretary,  nurse  or  infant 
school  teacher,  although  there 
is  no  reason  why  men  can't 
handle  a word  processor,  hoist 
a bedridden  patient  into  a 
sitting  position  or  keep  a 
bunch  of  four-year-olds  in 
order. 

With  a respectful  bow  to 
those  boys  whose  life’s  am- 
bition is  to  band  out  duty-free 
Chanel  No  5 on  Dan  Air 
planes,  most  men  don't  want 
to  do  anything  that  has  a 
service  clause  attached. 

Should  women  beware  of 
entering  a professional  field 
which  suddenly  and  sus- 
piciously makes  room  at  the 
top  for  them?  I think  not 
They  should  go  right  in  and 
make  waves.  This  is  easy 
enough  to  say,  but  I know  that 
were  r to  be  offered  the  job  of 
chief  executive  of  a major 
industry,  all  I would  fed 
would  be  deep  unease.  And  a 
conviction  that  the  power  and 
authority  which  until  my 
appointment  had  been  in- 
vested in  the  job,  had  been 
secretly  transferred  to  some- 
body else,  somebody  who  was 
very  unlikely  to  be  a woman. 


The  singer  Dorothy  Squires, 
who  was  declared  a vexations 
Litigant  in  the  High  Court  this 
mouth,  has  vowed  to  fight  die 
decision  through  thesCoart  of 
Appeal,  die  House  Of  Lords 
and  the  "European  Court  of 
Justice.  Well,  she  would, 
wouldn't  she? 

The  ex-wife  of  the  actor 
Roger  Moore,  described  in 
court  as  having  developed  a 
“voracious  appetite”  for  lit- 
igation after  winning  a 
£30,000  libel  action  against 
the  Mtw  of  the  World  in 
1981,  does  seem  to  make 
rather  a meal  of  it.  She  has 
started  20  lawsuits  in  the  last 
five  years  — nine  of  them 
struck  out  because  they  were 
frivolous,  vexations  or  failed 
to  disclose  any  reasonable 
canse  of  action. 

Squires's  name  joins  a list 
of  some  70  writ-happy  citi- 
zens who  have  been  forbidden 
to  start  any  further  legal 
proceedings  without  special 
consent  of  the  court  Simon 
William  Peel  Fletcher,  father 
of  the  actress  Susannah  York, 
was  declared  a vexations 
litigant  in  1983  after  more 
than  20  court  applications. 
His  40-year  battle  to  win 
compensation  for  five  com- 
panies taken  over  by  tbe 
Ministry  of  Supply  during  the 
War  has  cost  him  his  career, 
his  second  marriage  and  his 
home.

Vexatious  litigants 
may  have  more  of  a 
problem  after  a 
case  than  before  it 


aU-consnming  sense  of  griev- 
ance over  a particular  wrong, 
real  or  imagined.  Mr  Justice 
Mann  said  that  be  bad  no 
doubt  that  Squires's  flood  of 
litigation  was  fuelled  by  her 
victory  against  the  News  of 
the  World,  together  with  her 
belief  in  a conspiracy  to 
prevent  publication  of  her 
autobiography,  and  by  the 
appearance  of  a book  about 
her  ex-husband.  Last  month  a 
High  Court  judge  ruled  that 
the  Roger  Moore  book,  which 
Squires  claimed  made  her  out 
to  be  a “dragon  of  a woman” 
was  not  libellous. 

Why  do  some  people  be- 
come obsessive  about  litiga- 
tion? They  get  power;  Dr 
Michael  Rowlands,  a psychi- 
atrist at  St  Bartholomew's 
Hospital  in  London  currently 


engaged  in  tbe  first  study  of 
vexatious  litigants,  believes 
that  “it  becomes  an  interest,  a 
passion.  It  produces  a positive 
benefit  for  them.”  He  expects 
that  his  study,  still  in  the 
early  stages,  will  show  that 
perhaps  two  out  of  three 
vexatious  litigants  are  men- 
tally id.  “It's  something 
which  usually  starts  in  middle 
age.  Some  of  these  people 
have  sensitive  personalities, 
and  will  torn  a key  experience 
into  a passion. 

“They're  clever  people. 
They'll  issue  writs  in  different 
names  to  get  past  the  court;  or 
if  their  faces  are  recognized  in 
the  Law  Courts  in  London, 
they'll  go  to  Manchester 
where  there's  a branch  of  die 
High  Court.  Often,  they’ll  get 
another  member  of  tbe  family 
to  go  Into  court  on  their 
behalf:  so  there  are  a lot  of 
husbands  and  wives  and  „ 
brothers  and  sisters  on  the  1 
list  of  vexatious  litigants.” 

Will  they  respond  to  treat- 
ment? Dr  Rowlands  hopes  his 
study  will  provide  the  answer. 
“They’re  likely  to  be  fright- 
ened people  underneath:  and 
unlikely  to  accept  that  they 
need  help.  But  if  the  research 
shows  that  they  would  re- 
spond to  treatment,  then  the 
court  rules  could  be  changed 
to  allow  judges  to  refer  them 
for  psychiatric  examination."

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Out  of  the  cot, 
into  battle 


London's  fee-paying 
prep  schools  are  so 


over-subscribed  that 


anxious  parents  are 


registering  babies 


Competition  for  places 
at  London's  top  fee- 
paying junior  schools 
is  so  fierce  these  days  that 
more  and  more  are  selecting 
their  pupils  by  assessment  — 
sometimes  at  the  age  of  three, 
one  year  before  they  are  due 
to  start  “I  thought  we  were 
choosing  the  school.”  com- 
mented one  father,  “But  now 
I see  it’s  the  other  way 
round.” 

The  reasons  for  the  current 
pressure  are  disillusionment 
with  the  state  system,  fewer 
people  with  young  families 
moving  out  of  London  and 
the  shortage  of  good  schools 
in  the  capital. 

Girls,  not  boys  (except  at 
mixed  junior  schools),  arc  the 
ones  wbo  face  tests  at  a very 
young  age.  Entrance  exam- 
inations are  difficult  and 
highly  competitive  {four  giris 
competing  for  one  place  is 
normal):  boys’  private  pri- 
mary schools,  including 
Wetherby's,  Prince  William's 
school  lake  children  aged 
five  (or  younger)  until  they 
are  eight,  their  biggest  hurdle 
comes  at  1 3.  when  they  take 
Common  Entrance  exams. 

Distressed  parents  tell  tales 
of  daughters*  rejection:  “I 
rang  up  the  headmistress,  and 
said,  'Look,  we're  both  gradu- 
ates, she  must  be  intelligent, 
couldn't  you  look  again?*  ” 
School  heads  agree  that 
dealing  with  indignant  par- 
ents is  by  far  the  most 
difficult  part  of  choosing 
children.  But  no  amount  of 
money,  or  having  the  right 
name  is  going  to  help.  So 
what  are  schools  looking  for. 
and  how  do  they  go  about 
their  tests?  Some  assess  by 
observation  at  group  ses- 
sions, others  through  strin- 
gent individual  tests  (tough- 
est at  Kensington  Prep  and 
Falkner  House).  School  staff 
are,  by  and  large,  the 
assessors. 

Falkner  House  brings  in 
an  educational  child 
psychologist  who  tests 
each  child  (late  in  the  Spring 
term  before  entry  in  Septem- 
ber), and  sets  much  store  by 
how  articulate  a girl  is.  Some- 
times. at  Thomas’s,  for  exam- 
ple, the  child's  reluctance  to 
leave  a parent  is  noted — “but 
doesn't  necessarily  count 
against  them”. 

At  respected  Kensington 
Prep,  would-be  pupils  are 
tested  individually  (in  the 
first  six  months  of  tbe  year 
prior  to  entry)  for  half  an 
hour.  Usually  40  giris  are 
sifted  out  of  127  for  further 
assessment  in  groups.  Early 
testing  is  standard  practice  at 
all  GPDST  (Girls'  Public  Day 
Schools  Trust)  schools,  of 
which  Kensington  Prep  is 
one. 

According  to  Miss  Nelson, 
the  headmistress,  children 


are  gauged  on  oral  memory, 
visual  memory,  concentra- 
tion co-operation,  indepen- 
dence. initiative,  response,  a 
little  manual  control  and 
number  sense.  Most  im- 
portant are  how  fluently  the 
child  speaks,  vocabulary  tests 
and  word  association.  Shy- 
ness doesn't  necessarily  rule  a 
child  out.  “1  had  one  girl  who 
never  spoke. But  I remember 
thinking  she  was  a real  Girton 
type,  and  we  took  her.”  Miss 
Nelson  says. 

Parents  initially  pay  a 
registration  fee  of  between 
£10  and  £40.  and  sometimes 
a fee  “to  cover  costs  of 
testing”.  Early  registration  is 
what  counts  at  some  schools, 
among  them  Lady  Eden's  and 
Norland  Place:  “People  ring 
up  literally  from  the  hos- 
pital.” report  both  schools. 
Some  parents  tell  tales  of 
queue-jumping  by  using 
amniocentesis  results  to  reg- 
ister a boy  or  girl.  Norlands,  a 
mixed  school,  have  a system 
of  registration  after  birth  but 
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are  aware  that  it  is  still  open 
to  abuse  by  over-anxious 
parents. 

St  Paul’s  Junior  School  has 
its  own  method:  the  child 
isregisiered  in  the  January  of 
the  year  when  it  will  be 
three,  and  selection  is  made 
by  a lucky  dip  opening  of 
envelopes  a year  ahead  of  the 
child's  entry,  as  the  head- 
mistress feels  that  it  is  “Ear 
too  young  to  test”. 

The  list  of  those  who  do 
not  assess  or  test  is  a short 
one  (and  dwindling);  it  . in- 
cludes Hill  House,  Sarum 
Hail,  Pembridge  Hall,  the 
Unicorn.  Twickenham  Prep. 
Hampshire  School  and  The 
Vale.  Cynics  are  quick  to 
point  out  that  teaching  chil- 
dren of  above  average  intelli- 
gence is  far  less  demanding 
for  staff.  “Of  course,  it's 
unfair,  to  pick  on  ability,  or 
by  date  of  registration,”  says 
Mrs  Nunes,  principal  of  Falk- 
ner  House.  “But  to  lake 
mixed  ability  we  would  have 
to  double  our  numbers,  and 
we  are  unable  to  do  so." 

It  is  a situation  about 
which  neither  schools  nor 
parents  are  happy.  By  and 
large,  the  only  ones  who  take 
it  in  their  stride  are  the 
children.

Still  waiting  for  real  reform 


Aleksandr  Zinoviev - 


Are  Gorbachov's  new  policies  the 
turning  point  we  have  been  pray- 
ing for,  signalling  the  end  of 
oppression  and  misery  m the 
Soviet  Union?  Or  are  they  a mere 
tactical  retreat  before  the  next 
offensive,  as  Lenin  put  it  in  1921? 

The  release  of  a number  of 
human  rights  activists  from 
prison,  labour  camps  and  exile 
during  the  past  year  is  a welcome 
gesture  but  appears  calculated  to 
make  a maximum  public  im- 
pression with  minimum  con- 
cessions. If  the  Kremlin  is  really 
undergoing  a change  of  heart,  why 
not  declare  a general  amnesty  for 
all  prisoners  of  conscience?  We 
still  await  a clear  condemnation  of 
the  criminal  use  of  psychiatry 
against  dissidents.  We  have  seen 
no  progress  on  emigration. 

The  Soviet  leaders  say  they 
want  to  end  the  war  in  Afghani- 
stan. If  so,  why  not  simply 
withdraw  their  troops?  If  the 
purpose  of  delay  is  to  leave  behind 
a stable  government,  why  not 
allow  free  and  fair  elections  under 
strict  international  supervision? 
We  can  only  concfude  that  all  they 
really  want  is  the  appearance  of 
leaving  Afghanistan. 

Most  puzzling  of  all  is  the  new 
policy  of  glasnost,  or  openness. 
Many  are  bewildered  to  read  in 
Pravda  the  very  criticisms  of 
Soviet  reality  that  only  a few  years 
ago  would  have  been  branded  as 
“anti-Soviet  slander”.  But,  to 
some  extent,  this  policy  makes  a 
virtue  of  necessity:  it  has  become 
senseless  for  the  Kremlin  to 
maintain  a huge  and  costly  in- 
ternal propaganda  machine  whose 
products  are  believed  by  few. 

Real  glasnost  would  involve 
genuine  public  debate  in  which  all 
could  take  part  without  fear  of

punishment  Instead  the  party' 
maintains  its  monopoly  on  the 
truth,  the  order  being  that  for  the 
moment  truth  must  be  critical  of 
the  regime.  Such  an  order  could 
be  countermanded  tomorrow. 

Consider  the  posthumous  “re- 
habilitation” of  a few  prominent 
Russian  writers,  such  as  Gumilev 
and  Nabokov.  We  note  that  the 
privilege  of  rehabilitation  seems  to 
be  conferred  exclusively  on  the 
dead,  who  are  guaranteed  not  to 
say  or  do  anything  unexpected; 
moreover,  many  other  dead  writ- 
ers still  await  their  nun. 

The  invitations  to  a few  prom- 
inent emigres  to  return  home,  the 
past  “forgotten”,  is  said  to  be- 
token a new  cultural  freedom. 
Were  Soviet  audiences  allowed  to 
choose  for  themselves,  emigre 
artists  and  writers  would  require 
no  back-door  negotiations  with 
the  authorities.  One  might  forget 
the  past,  but  how  can  anyone 
forget  the  continuing  omnipresent 
party  control  — especially  after 
.'tasting  freedom  in  the  West? 

Finally,  suppose  that  Gor- 
bachov’s most  daring  suggestion 
to  date— freer  elections  within  the 
party  — were  to  be  implemented. 
Such  a great  leap  forward  would 
merely  assure  the  Soviet  people 
what  the  blacks  now  enjoy  in 
South  Africa;  7 per  cent  of  the 
populations  would  hold  “free” 
elections  for  themselves. 


Are  we  so  accustomed  to  Soviet 
repression  that  the  slightest  de- 
viation appears  revolutionary? 
The  feet  is  that  the  Kremlin  could 
afford  an  even  greater  temporary 
“retreat'  without  truly  altering  the 
nature  of  the  regime.  It  could 
reduce  foe  excesses  of  the  criminal 
justice  system,  allow  more  people 
to  emigrate,  and  withdraw  from 
Aghamstan.  It  could  even  publish 
The  Gulag  Archipelago.  The 
Soviet  Union  could  become  as 
“free”  and  “capitalist”  as  Poland, 
Hungary,  Yugoslavia,  or  China. 
The  real  question  is  not  how  far 
the  current  “thaw”  win  go,  but  for 
bow  long.  For,  unlike  Hungary 
and  Poland,  the  Soviet  Union  has 
no  Big  Brother  who  can  come  to 
the  rescue  if  need  be;  and,  unlike 
China,  it  has  a host  of  small 
brothers  to  look  after. 

If  the  Soviet  leaders  were  really 
intent  on  radical  change,  they 
would  first  have  to  discard  the 
basic  fallacy  of  Manrist-Leninist 
dogma.  While  doctrine  ordains 
war  against  the  “class  enemy” 
there  cannot  be  genuine  peaceful 
ooexistenoe  with  the  “bourgeois” 
world,  and  peaceful  coexistence 
inside  the  Soviet  Union  is  no 
more  likely.  In  foe  “historic 
'struggle  of  foe  two  worlds”  Soviet 
citizens  cannot  simply  be  left  to 
pursue  their  private  lives  and 
aspirations  as  ordinary  members 
of  foe  human  family:  they  are 


bearers  of  “socialist  justice”, 
“socialist  culture”,  “socialist 
sport”,  and  now  even  “socialist 
glasnost”.  For  the  West  to  take  the 
new  policies  at  face  value  is  to  deal 
with  the  symptoms  and  ignore  foe 
disease. 

National  reconciliation  cannot 
be  achieved  by  releasing  a couple 
of  hundred  prisoners  from  jails 
where  they  should  not  have  been 
in  the  first  place.  The  Soviet 
Union  is  a gravely  side  country 
whose  leaders  have  had  to  break 
with  a 70-year  tradition  of  silence 
merely  to  gain  a little  trust  from 
the  Soviet  people  and  the  world 
outside.  It  is  they,  however,  who 
must  team  to  trust. 

They  must  give  the  people  the 
right  to  administer  justice  in 
proper  courts,  and  they  must  team 
to  have  enough  respect  for  public 
opinion  not  to  engage  in  their 
customary  tactics  of  disinf 
onnation  and  manipulation.  They 
must  stop  any  further  militariza- 
tion of  Soviet  society  and  make 
glasnost  a reality  by  revealing  the 
full  truth  about  the  crimes 
committed  by  the  Soviet  regime. 

If  70  years  of  doctrine  have 
brougb  to  ruin  one  of  the  richest 
countries  on  earth,  foe  doctrine  is 
dearly  faulty.  Gorbachov  admits 
that  no  one  in  all  those  years 
succeeded  in  putting  foe  country 
right;  perhaps,  then,  the  time  has 
come  to  reject  the  system  itself. 

As  for  people  in  the  West,  they 
should  not  so  readily  applaud 
Gorbachov  for  promising  con- 
ditions that  they  would  not  tol- 
erate for  one  moment.

Tax  cats  seem  certain  In  tomorrow^  Budget  — but  by  how  much?  John  Hoskyns 
puts  the  case  for  the  lowest  rates  possible;  Tim  Congdon  (below)  urges  caution 


Don’t  flinch,  Mr  Lawson 


A surprisingly  large  number  of 
people  want  foe  Chancellor  to 
keep  taxes  high.  They  may  agonize 
about  low  pay,  foe  employment 
trap,  lack  of  job  mobility,  the 
black  economy,  the  savings  ratio 
and  foe  brain  drain,  but  under  no 
circumstances  do  they  support  tax 
reduction  as  part  of  the  cure.  Their 
arguments  are  full  of  axiomatic 
statements  which  ought  to  make 
the  more  thoughtful  reader  say 
“Hang  on  — that  can't  be  right”. 
Here  are  some  examples. 

• “The  UK  tax  burden  is  no 
heavier,  and  in  some  cases  lighter, 
than  those  of  other  comparable 
countries But  foe  — mainly 
European — countries  they  have  in 
mind  turn  out  not  to  be  com- 
parable. Throughout  foe  earlier 
post-war  period  they  spent  and 
taxed  less  than  we  did.  As  a result 
of  these  and  other  more  sensible 
economic  policies,  they  now  have 
much  higher  living  standards  than 
we  do.  Only  later  did  they 
succumb  to  similar  political  pres- 
sures for  increasing  public  expen- 
diture, and  they  are  now  as 
.worried  about  excessive  spending 
and  taxing  as  we  are.  The  coun- 
tries now  setting  foe  competitive 
pace  — foe  US,  Japan,  foe  new 
industrializing  countries  of  the 
Pacific  basis  — all  have  much 
lower  tax  burdens  than  we  do. 

'•  “ The  money  available  for  tax 
cuts  would  be  better  spent  on 
improving  welfare  services  and 
infrastructure'.  Of  course  welfare 
and  infrastructure  spending  are 
important.  But  they  are  funded 
from  tax  revenues  which  are 
overheads  borne  by  business.  If  a 
government  goes  too  far  in  levying 
taxes  to  pay  for  better  welfare  ana 
infrastructure  today,,  the  long- 
term capacity  of  the  productive 
economy  to  grow  (and  thus  pro- 
vide greater  tax  revenues  in  the 
future)  will  be  reduced.  It  was  this 
political  “sbort-termism”  which 
did  so  much  economic  damage  in 
the  1950s,  ’60s  and  ’70s. 

Bootstrapping  ourselves  out  of  the 


consequences  of  those  wasted 
decades  will  take  many  yearn  yet. 

• "The  money  available  for  tax 
cuts  would  be  better  spent  on 
reducing  interest  rates".  No  one 
wants  higher  interest  rates,  which 
make  new  investment  less  attrac- 
tive; But  foe  question  is  not  as 
simple  as  it  is  made  to  sound. 
Because  foe  private  sector  is  an 
overall  lender  to  foe  state,  higher 
interest  has  foe  same  effect  as  a tax 
cut  on  foe  private  sector’s  ag- 
gregate income.  For  every  cor- 
porate or  domestic  borrower, 
there  is  a corporate  or  domestic 
lender  (eg.  to  a bank  or  building 
society)  whose  income  — and  thus 
contribution  to  tax  revenue  — is 
increased  when  interest  rates  rise. 
And  for  most  companies,  total 
annual  debt  interest  will  probably 
be  less  than  foe  cost  of  one  year’s 
pay  award. 

• '‘Tax  cuts  will  create  a con- 
sumer boom  leading  to  higher 
inflation. This  “overheating” 
risk  seems  unlikely,  with  over 
three  million  unemployed.  The 
British  economy  of  1987  is  more 


productive  and  adaptable,  much 
less  rigid  than  that  of  1979.  Of 
course,  foe  fester  foe  economy 
grows,  foe  greater  foe  danger  of 
bidding  up  the  {nice  of  scarce 
skills,  but  the  proper  response  can 
hardly  be  to  tax  those  skills  more 
heavily  than  we  need  to. 

• “Tax  cuts  would  be  socially 
divisive  because  they  benefit  the 
better-off  disproportionately. " It  is 
true  that  the  better  off  benefit 
most  from  tax  cuts  — inevitably, 
with  a progressive  (ie  dispropor- 
tionate) tax  system  — but  it  would 
be  perverse  to  forgo  tax  cuts  to  low 
earners  out  of  an  obsessive  desire 
to  prevent  foe  high  earners  from 
benefiting. 

• ‘Tax  cuts  don't  make  people 
work  any  harder".  It  is  certainly 
unlikely  that  a cut  oC  say.  3p  in  foe 
basic  rate  will  instantly  transform 
the  people’s  attitudes.  Bui  foe  tax- 
cutter  isn’t  saying  that  it  will;  he 
argues  that  economic  behaviour 
and  performance  change  at  foe 
margin,  where  people  start  to 
make  different  decisions  — to 
change  jobs,  learn  new  skills,  start 


their  own  businesses  — because 
suddenly  the  effort  and  risk  seem 
just  worthwhile. 

• "Tax  cuts  will  only  give  people 
more  money  to  buy  imports' and 
thus  destroy  more  jobs " By 
increasing  demand,  tax  cuts  will 
tend  to  attract  imports,  but  these 
will  be  in  addition  to,  not  in  place 
of  goods  produced  in  the  UK. 
Taken  to  its  limit,  the  protec- 
tionist argument  says  that  taxes 
should  be  increased  to  the  point 
where  imports  cease  altogether, 
whatever  the  damage  to  domestic 
demand.  If  a propensity  to  import 
suggests  that  home  produced 
goods  are  insufficiently  compet- 
itive; do  we  real ly  believe  that 
taxing  their  production  more 
heavily  is  foe  right  response? 

These  familiar  fallacies  follow 
from  three  implicit  assumptions: 
that  economic  growth  is  achieved 
by,  rather  than  in  spite  of 
government  action;  that  therefore, 
even  in  peacetime,  foe  state  has 
first  daim  on  all  personal  income, 
so  that  after-tax  income  becomes  a 
sort  of  rationed  “gift”  to  the 
undeserving  and  ungrateful  in- 
dividuaU.and  that  to  increase  foe 
size  of  such  gifts  can  have  no 
beneficial  economic  effect,  and  is 
therefore  irresponsible  even  when 
it  is  financially  possible. 


It  is  difficult  to  argue  systemati- 
cally with  people  influenced  by 
such  ideas.  All  we  can  do  is  ask 
them  questions.  Do  they  think 
there  is  any  connection  whatever 
between  a country's  tax  burden 
and  its  economic  performance, 
between  personal  tax  rates  and 
individual  behaviour?  Are  there 
any  circumstances  in  which  they 
would  be  happy  to  see  greatly 
reduced  tax  rates  for  all?  Do  they 
think  foe  present  rates  are  about 
right,  or  would  they  like  to  see 
taxes  raised?  If  so,  by  bow  much? 
Is  there  any  limit?  If  so,  why?

Slow,  or  it’s  back  to  the  old  stop-go 


Driving  instructors  do  not  usually 
tell  their  pupils  to  press  on  the 
accelerator  if  a car  is  exceeding  foe 
speed  limit.  In  the  same  way, 
economic  advisers  should  dis- 
courage governments  from  inject- 
ing extra  demand  into  an 
economy  if  it  is  growing  too  fest. 

In  the  eariy  1980s  the  gov- 
ernment imposed  on  itself  a 
Highway  Code  of  macroeconomic 
management  called  foe  medium- 
term  financial  strategy.  It  laid 
down  two  separate  speed  limits, 
one  on  public  sector  borrowing 
and  the  ofoer  on  the  growth  of  the 
money  supply  (as  measured  by  the 
broad  measure  known  as  sterling 
M3).  On  the  whole  foe  targets  for 
public  borrowing  have  been  re- 
spected, but  over  the  past  18 
months  those  on  monetary  growth 
have  been  ignored. 

The  results  are  already  visible  in 
foe  behaviour  of  foe  economy. 
Loose  monetary  policy  has  been 
accompanied  by  simultaneous 
and  related  booms  in  consump- 
tion and  credit.  Last  year 
consumption  increased  by  4.8  per 
cent,  while  foe  information  avail- 
able so  far  for  1987  suggests  that 
retail  sales  continue  to  move 
forward  at  a similar  rate.  Bank 
lending  scared  by  more  than  £30 
billion  in  1986.  implying  a rate  of 


increase  of  more  than  20  per  cent 

These  and  many  other  signs  at 
reviving  demand  are  splendid,  in 
themselves,  for  British  companies. 
They  are  undoubtedly  contribut- 
ing to  the  welcome  reduction  In 
unemployment  But  the  pattern  of 
foe  economy  ax  present  bears  too 
close  a resemblance  to  the  “go” 
phase  of  previous  stop-go  cycles. 
Nigel  Lawson’s  Budget  task  is  to 
ensure  that  the  economy's  gentle 
acceleration  is  not  followed  by 
speeding.  If  it  does  start  speeding, 
the  Chancellor  (either  Lawson  or 
his  successor)  will  certainly  be 
fined  by  disagreeably  high  infla- 
tion in  1988  and  1989. 

Lawson  will  not  have  an  easy 
task  dampening  expectations. 
Supply-side  enthusiasts  at  foe 
Institute  of  Directors,  the  Adam 
Smith  Institute  and  elsewhere  are 
urging  a large  cut  in  foe  standard 
rate  of  income  tax,  while  foe 
Gadarene  element  in  the  foreign 
exchange  and  money  markets  is 
pushing  for  another  I per  cent 
reduction  in  interest  rates.  In  a 
politically  charged  pre-election 
environment  it  would  be  a brave 
chancellor  who  resisted  these  caSs 
to  make  good  news  even  better. 

But  Lawson  Should  resist  them. 
It  is  dear  that  a huge  cut  in 
personal  taxation  would  add  to 


people's  spending  power  and  give 
impetus  to  the  boom  in  consump- 
tion, while  lower  interest  rates, 
would  act  as  a spur  to  borrowing 
and  further  invigorate  the  boom  in 
credit.  It  is  also  dear  that  neither 
consumption  nor  credit  needs 
more  stimulus  at  present 
Supporters  of  lower  income  tax 
may  argue  that  their  case  has 
nothing  to  do  with  the  short-term 
problem  of  stabilizing  the  econ- 
omy and  everything  to  do  with  the 
long-term  benefit  to  incentives 
and  attitudes.  This  is  a reasonable 
point  of  view,  but  they  should 
recognize  that  few  thins  disturb 
the  smooth  working  of  foe  market 
mechanism,  and  so  damage  both 
incentives  and  attitudes,  as  much 
as  inflation.  To  cut  standard  rate 
by  4p  in  the  pound,  increasing 
persona]  spending  power  by  £3 
billion,  would  strengthen  foe  al- 
ready buoyant  demand  for  con- 
sumer goods  and  give  companies 
more  leeway  to  raise  prices.  This 
seems  imprudent  as  well  as  un- 
necessary. In  any  case,  if  foe 
supply-side  benefits  from  tax  rates 
are  indeed  long-term,  not  much 
will  be  lost  by  postponement. 

The  arguments  for  and  against 
lower  tax  rates  may  not  be 
clearctrt,  but  the  argument  against 
lower  interest  rates  should  be 


uncontroversiaL  It  is  sometimes 
said  that  a clearing  bank  base  rate 
of  10.5  per  cent  is  high  relative  to 
an  annual  increase  in  retail  prices 
of  about  4 per  cent.  But  this 
comparison  lacks  insight  Most 
people  borrow  not  to  buy  the 
goods  which  comprise  the  retail 
price  index,  but  to  buy  assets  such 
as  houses  or  consumer  durables. 

It  is  now  pan  of  middle-class 
psychology,  almost  as  integral  to 
the  British  way  of  life  as  roast  beef 
on  Sunday,  to  assume  that  house 
prices  will  rise  by  15  per  cent  a 
year  forever.  While  such  expecta- 
tions prevail,  an  interest  rate  of 
10.5  per  cent  is  a puny  deterrent  to 
foe  demand  for  credit,  particularly 
when  many  kinds  of  interest 
payment  are  deductible  from  tax- 
able income.  Indeed,  there  should 
be  no  surprise  that  foe  demand  for 
-credit  appears  to  be  insatiable  or 
that  it  is  generating  rates  of 
monetary  growth  -not  seen  since 
the  bad  old  days  of  foe  Barber 
boom.  If  the  Chancellor  is  serious 
about  laying  foe  foundations  in 
this  Budget  for  price  stability  in 
the  Conservatives*  third  term,  be 
should . be  considering  raising 
interest  rates,  not  reducing  them.

Senate  foreign  relations  com- 


mittee in  1981  to  establish  his 
fitness  to  be  deputy  to  Alexander 
Haig,  then  Secretary  of  State.  . 

The  committee  held  the  view 
that  it  would  be  advantageous  to 
Clark,  in  this  , new  capacity,  to 
have  some  knowledge  of  foreign 
affairs.  They  asked  bun,  therefore, 
a few  elementary  questions.  For 
example,  could  he  name  the  prime 
ministers  of  South  Africa  and 
Zimbabwe.  On  both  counts,  the 
judge  foiled,  and  bore  his  failure 
manfully.  Of  foe  fica  he  simply 
said  he  did  not  know;  of  foe 
second  that  he  could  venture  a 
guess  but  was  not  willing  to  do  so. 
In  spite  of  the  great  amusementhe 
gave  to  the  biens  pensants.  Clark 
was  admitted  to  the  administra- 
tion and  . then,  it . seemed,  pro- 
ceeded to  acquit  himself  admir- 
ably. His  defence  was  that  he 
could  acquire  these  interesting  bits  ■ 
of  information  as  he  went  along, 
but  that  be  was  being  employed  as 
an  administrator  and  man  of 
general  intelligence,  not  as  some 
miserable  computer  crammed 
with  ephemeral  facts. 

Facts  are,  of  course,  important 
to  the  making  of  political  judge- 
ments. They  are  to  be  acquired, 
iKftd,  forgotten  and  rediscovered 
when  it  is  necessary  so  to  do.  They 
are,  however,  no  substitute  for 
thought,  and  too  much  concentra- 
tion on  retaining  them  can  be  an 
encumbrance  to  thought  The 
essential  facility  with  which 
education  is  supposed  to  equip  a. 
man  is  the  ability  to  summon 
them  up  at  short  notice  and 
arrange  them  with  a proper  regard 
to  their  significance:  The  media, 
incidentally,  do  a great  deal  to 
obscure  this  truth  by  running 
programmes  like  Mastermind  in 
which  contestants  are  invited  to 
compete  with  each  other  in 
displaying  their  command  of  ob- 
scure information,  thereby  putting 
the  intellectual  establishment  and 
foe  privileged  classes  generally  to 
shame.  I once  knew  a man  who 
had  won  such  a competition;  his 
knowledge  was  obviously  im- 
mense, bis  understanding  seemed 
to  me  fer  from  remarkable. 

In  free  societies,  politicians  and 
journalists  are  in  foe  business  of 
being  amateurs.  They  should  ding 
to  that  status.  They  bring  to  their 
task  a body  of  general  prejudice,  a 
few  items  of  fli-remembered 
knowledge  and,  if  they  are  com- 
petent, a faculty  for  conceding 
their  inadequacies.  If  freedom  is  to 
be  preserved,  they  must  cling  to 
this  role  and  absolutely  decline  tp 
become  experts. 

But  alas,  I protest  too  much. 
The  reason  for  this  is  that  I am 
about  to  make  my  first  visit  to 


return  here  in  . . 
and  announce,  I hope  with  reason- 
able humility,  some  conclusions. 
These  you  will  be  disposed  to 
dismiss  as  foe  offfoo- cuff  re- 
actions of  an  ignorant  journalist 
who  has  spent  a short  tune 
examining  a question  of  mfimte 
complexity  and  immensely  tragic 
proportions.  Like  Judge  dark,  I- 
will  try  to  learn  as  I go  along. 

However,  it  would  seem  to  he 
only  fair  to  start  with  a general  re- 
statement of  the  prejudices  from 
which  I begin.  These  are  extraor- 
dinarily gloomy-  To  my  mind,  it  is 
virtually  inconceivable  that  there 
is  any  discoverable  “solution  to 
the  South  African  problem.. 
There  are  some  interests  in  poli- 
tics that  can  safely  be  pronounced 
to  be  incompatible  with  each 
other;  the  demand  of  the  black 
population  for  one  man  one  vote 
and  foe  wish  of  the  white  popula- 
tion (Afrikaners  and  English)  to 
maintain  not  just  their  supremacy 
but  their  very  existence,  come  into 
this  category. 

I cannot  conceive  of  any  way  in 
which  a bridge  can  be  built 
between  these  two  positions. 
Benevolent  b’beral- minded  at- 
tempts to  build  such  a bridge  (tire 
actions  of  Dr  Denis  Worrafl,  for 
example),  do  not  seem  to  carry 
much  hope.  President  Botha’s  fete 
illustrates  once  again  de 
TocqueviHe’s  maxim  that  the 
moment  when  an  authoritarian 
regime  is  in  most  danger  is  when  it 
begins  to  reform  itself. 

The  questions  that  remain  to  be 
answered  . are  whether  white 
supremacy  can  be  maintained  at 
all  and  whether,  in  terms  of 
human-  cruelty,  the  cost  of 
maintaining  it  would  in  any  case 
be  too  high.  The  second  question 
is  largely  nullified  by  the  amonnt 
of  human  cruelty  that  would 
almost  certainly  follow  from  the 
abandonment  of  white  supremacy 
in  favour  of  majority  rule. 

If  I were  a white  South  African  I 
am  pretty  sure  that  I would  now 
feel  that,  in  terms  of  morality,  the 
supreme  need  was  to  maintain 
public  order,  that  this  need  would 
justify  curtailment  of  the  freedom 
of  the  press  and  of  civil  liberty 
generally,  and  that  the  moment 
was  wholly  unripe  for  the  consid- 
eration of  constitutional  reform  of 
a fundamental  kind.  I am,  how- 
ever, an  Englishman,  and  all  these 
conclusions  go  against  the  grain, 
though  at  present  I can  see  no  way 
of  resisting  them. 

I hope  my  views  will  be  changed . 
by  my  actual  experience  of  foe 
place.  Anyway,!  have  stated  them 
in  advance  and,  if  I play  foe  game 
fairly,  you  will  at  least  be  able  tp 
judge  whether  (as  they  say)  “his 
taohday  did  him  good”.

AGENDA  FOR  INQUIRY 


Towards  a missile  agreement 


* 


Ten  days  after  disaster  over- 
took the  Herald  of  Free  Enter- 
prise, it  would  still  be  unwise 
and  unjust  to  attempt  a lull 
explanation  of  what  happened* 
That  must  be  for  Mr  Justice 
Sheen,  who  is  preparing  to  lead 

the  official  inquiry  through  a 
haze  of  reports  and  specula- 
tion. 

While  the  answers  remain 
obscure,  however,  the  ques- 
tions have  become  a little 
clearer.  That  much  is  ev- 
idenced by  the  speed  with 
which  the  Government  last 
week  issued  its  “advice”  to 
shipping  firms.  Its  demand 
that  warning  lights  be  fitted  on 
the  bridge  of  Channel  ferries, 
to  indicate  when  bow  doors 
have  been  closed,  reflects  the 
immediate  need  to  restore 
confidence  in  an  essential  • 
service.  It  is  in  the  interests  of 
the  companies  themselves  that 
they  should  respond  quickly. 

But  the  inquiry  will  need  to 
probe  more  deeply  into  the 
operation  of  cross-Channel 
services.  Some  45  roD-on-roll- 
off  ferries  transport  22  million 
passengers  and  more  than  5 
million  vehicles  between 
Britain  and  the  continent  ev- 
ery year.  These  ships  operate 
in  a market  which  is  very 
competitive.  With  a threat 
from  the  Channel  Tunnel 
hanging  over  them,  it  would  be 
foolish  and  unfair  to  pretend 
that  commercial  consid- 
erations are  irrelevant 
While  there  would  seem  to 
be  no  fault  so  fundamental  as 
to  merit  withdrawing  them 
from  service,  the  ferries  are 
acknowledged  to  be  vulnerable 
in  certain  circumstances — like 
those  which  overwhelmed  the 
Herald  of  Free  Enterprise.  If 
water  floods  the  vehicle  decks* 
rolling  to  one  side  with  the 
ship's  movement  and  maybe 
taking  heavy  lorries  with  it,  it 
can  tilt  the  vessel  to  one  side 
and  overturn  it 


The  Herald  of  Free  Enter- 
prise bad  had  to  flood  its  from 
ballast  tanks  to  enable  it.  to 
load  and  unload  on  a high  tide 
at  Zeebrugge  — not  the  easiest 
port  for  it  anyway.  It  was 
therefore  nose  down  in  the 
water  as  it  headed  back  out  to 
sea,  causing  higher  than  usual 
bow  waves  to  break  over  it 
This  should  still  not  have 
caused  any  problems  had  the 
bow  doors  by  then  been  shut  — 
and  why  this  was  not  the  case 
is  one  of  the  questions  for  Mr 
Justice  Sheen  and  his  inquiry.  - 
Given  the  extent  of  the 
disaster  however,  the  inquiry 
must  also  make  recommenda- 
tions on  what  modifications 
should  be  introduced,  not  only 
to  ships  yet  to  be  built  but  also 
on  those  now  in  service.  While 
regulations  already  lay  down 
that  ships  should  have  water- 
tight compartments  below  the 
water-line,  it  has  hitherto  been 
argued  that  to  impose  upon 
ferry  companies  the  need  to 
build  watertight  bulkheads 
into  the  vehicle  deck  as  well, 
would  be  impractical  It  might 
impact  to  such  an  extent  on 
vehicle  loads  that  the  opera- 
tion would  no  longer  be 
commercially  viable. 

This  argument  now  needs  to 
be  reviewed.  It  is  hard  for  the 
layman  to  accept  that  this  is 
necesariiy  so.  There  is  a case 
moreover,  for  funding  a spe- 
cial investigation  into  the  en- 
gineering of  movable 
bulkheads,  which  could  be 
raised  and  lowered  before  and 
after  loading.  There  must  in- 
deed be  a penalty  in  terms  of 
vehicle  loads,  bat  it  need  not 
be  excessive  — and  companies 
might  now  find  it  inescapable. 

A more  efficient  means  of 
extracting  exhaust  fumes  from 
the  vehicle  deck,  thus 
eliminating  the  practice  of 
leaving  bow  doors  open  while 
the  atmosphere  clears,  should 
be  looked  at  So  indeed  should 


the  speed  with  which  ballast 
tanks  can  be  emptied  to  adjust 
to  clanging  needs.  Indeed  the 
vulnerability  of  roll-on  roll-off 
ferries  in  certain  conditions  at 
sea,  has  now  been  so  tragically 
proven  that  more  fundamental 
changes  in  the  architecture  of 
future  boats  will  have  to  be 
considered  at  some  stage. 

The  other  area  which  needs 
close  examination  by  the  in- 
quiry is  that  of  operating 
procedures.  The  apparent  lack 
of  a standard  system  of 
communication  between  the 
crew  responsible  for  closing 
the  bow  doors  and  the  captain 
on  . the  bridge  is,  to  say  the 
least,  surprising.  One  does  not 
need  to  prejudge  this  particu- 
lar case  to  point  out  that 
familiarity  breeds  contempt  It 
is  to  combat  this  and  other 
human  frailties  that  routine 
checking  procedures  are  em- 
ployed in  the  cockpit  of  civil- 
ian aircraft  and  in  nearly  all 
military  operations. 

Commercial  considerations 
cannot  be  ignored.  Ferries 
ideally  should  be  fast,  inexpen- 
sive and  efficient  It  is  in  the 
pursuit  of  these  objectives  that 
ships'  officers  and  their  crews 
are  under  pressure  to  be 
punctual  in  their  sailings.  But 
public  safety  cannot  be  sub- 
jugated to  any  of  these  aims 
and  if,  as  a result  of  this 
disaster,  passengers  have  to 
wait  a little  longer  or  pay  a 
little  more  to  cross  the  Chan- 
nel, then  so  be  it. 

Mr  Justice  Sheen  is  having 
to  inquire  into  the  circum- 
stances surrounding  an  ac- 
cident in  which  it  looks  as  if 
human  error  was  to  blame.  But 
a service  of  this  kind  while  it 
cannot  be  entirely  foolproof 
must  be  as  close  to  that  ideal  as 
possible.  It  is  the  future  not  the 
past,  to  which  he  must  prin- 
cipally look  and  if  there  is  a 
cost,  then  few  should  grudge  it 


THE  LORD  CHANCELLOR  PROPOSES 


The  recent  Civil  Justice  Re- . 
view  proposals  from  the  Lord 
Chancellor’s  department 
promise  much.  The  review 
was  set  up  to  improve  the 
machinery  of  civil  justice  by 
means  of  reforms  in  jurisdic- 
tion, procedure  and  court 
administration.  In  particular, 
its  aim  was  to  reduce  delay, 
cost  and  complexity. 

There  were  fears  that  penny- 
pinching  administrative  re- 
form might  lead  to  a lowering 
of  standards.  The  proposals 
contain  the  clear  _ warning, 
however,  that  the  civil  justice 
system  should  be  reformed  so 
as  to  maximize  the  quality  of 
justice  as  well  as  efficiency. 

Many  of  the  review’s  pro- 
posals are  both  dearly  right 
and  long  overdue.  For  exam- 
ple, it  is  recommended  that 
there  should  in  all  cases  and  as 
a matter  of  course  be  full  pre- 
trial disclosure  of  evidence, 
including  the  exchange  of  wit- 
ness statements. 

It  is  good  to  see  the  proposal 
that  the  upper  limit  for  small 
claims  should  be  increased  to 
£1,000  with  a new  in-court 
arbitration  structure  to  cover 


cases  where  the  claim  is  be* 
tween  £1,000  and  £5,000.  This 
is  a welcome  shift  away  from 
the  gladiatorial  conventions  of 
a full  trial,  employed  too  often 
as  a sledgehammer  to  crack 
small  nuts. 

The  review’s  proposal  for 
introducing  greater  incentives 
and  competition  into  the 
remuneration  system  of  the 
legal  profession  are  more 
controversial.  Already  the  Law 
Society  is  looking  at  ways  of 
funding  litigation  and  is  ex- 
pected to  report  shortly. 

The  idea  of  predetermined 
fees  for  certain  classes  of 
litigation  such  as  divorce  and 
personal  injuries  cases  is  both 
attractive  and  fashionable. 

But  any  table  of  fixed 
charges  must  have  sufficient 
flexibility  to  allow  for  the 
individual  characteristics  of 
each  case  If  the  limits  are  too 
rigid,  they  will  set  a minimum 
standard  of  remuneration 
which  all  lawyers  win  claim, 
irrespective  of  the  work  in- 
volved, and  they  will  dis- 
courage necessary  effort  over 
and  above  the  perceived  norm. 

The  review  recommends 


that  the  high  court  and  the 
county  court  should  either  be 
amalgamated  into  a single  rivfl 
court  or  at  the  least  be  more 
closely  integrated.  The  essen- 
tial proposition  is  that  the 
county  court  would  handle 
most  types  of  cases  and  that 
only  a limited  range  of  dis- 
putes (in  particular  commer- 
cial cases)  would  continue  to 
start  in  the  high  court. 

There  would  be  published 
criteria  as  to  which  cases 
should  be  heard  where.  The 
parties  would  then  have  the 
option  of  either  themselves 
certifying  that  a matter  should 
be  transferred  upwards  (in 
which  case  they  would  be  at 
risk  as  to  costs  if  plainly 
wrong)  or  alternatively  invit- 
ing a registrar  to  give  direc- 
tions for  a high  court  trial 

This  is  not  unlike  the 
present  committal  for  trial  of  a 
criminal  case  from  a 
magistrates’  to  a crown  court 
The  review’s  proposed 
streamlining  therefore  has  the 
twin  merits  of  a bold  approach 
and  an  imaginative  borrowing 
from  another  jurisdiction  of  a 
system  which  is  known  by 
experience  to  work. 


A EUROPEAN  BREWHAHA 


The  German  government, 
dismayed,  fey  the  European 
Court  ruling  against  its  470- 
y ear-old  law  governing  the 
purity  of  beer,  deserves  a little 
sympathy  — a little  but  not  too 
much.  To  the  man  in  the  bar  of 
the  Rose  and  Crown,  the  idea 
of  pure  beer,  free  from  obscure 
chemical  additives,  has  an 
obvious  if  distant  attraction. 
He  would  surely  prefer  (in 
theory  at  least)  to  live  under  a 
regime  in  which  more  than 
1,200  breweries  compete  for 
individual  and  local  tastes 
with  a product  that  consists 
only  ofibariey  malt,  hops,  yeast 
and  water.  It  sounds  like 
consumer  protection. 

The  European  Court,  how- 
ever, saw  it  as  a different  kind 
of  protection:  a spurious  re- 
straint on  most  potential 
competitors  from  other  parts 
of  the  European  Community. 
Could  the  health  of  the  Ger- 
man people  really  depend  on 
preventing  them  from  buying 
imported  beers  - with  ad- 
ditives that  had  not  obviously 
sapped  the  strength  of  other 
European  nations?  And  if,  as 
the  German  government  con- 
tended, the  average  German 
male  draws  more  than  a 
quarter  of  his  daily  nutritional 
intake  from  beer,  might  not  his 
diet  benefit  more  from  dietary 
reform  than  preservation? 

National  consumer  protec- 
tion laws,  often  for  health  or 
safety  reasons,  haw  been  used 
far  ioo  often  to  prevent  a 
common  market  developing 


within  the  European  Commu- 
nity. Britain  has  been  more 
sinned  against  than  sinning, 
but  has  not  been  immune  from 
temptation  — as  the  packet 
milk  contest  showed.  As  a 
result,  the  European  Commis- 
sion has  come  to  view  even  the 
most  venerable  national  cus- 
toms with  suspicion  as  a 
potential  restriction  upon 
trade. 

That  suspicion  is  usually 
justified.  The  promotion  of 
free  trade,  and  in  particular  a 
free  market  within  the 
Community,  itself  promotes 
the  interests  of  consumers 
more  than  any  restriction  can 
do. 

Yet  there  can  be  genuine 
conflicts  between  the  protec- 
tion of  the  consumer's  interest 
and  the  requirements  of  the 
free  internal  market  For  in- 
stance, the  need  for  general 
agreement  to  improve  Euro- 
pean standards  delayed  action 
on  car  exhaust  emissions  that 
was  particularly  dear  to  Ger- 
many. 

It  is  also  hard  to  understand 
the  practical  benefits  of  ban- 
ning Britain’s  compulsory  ori- 
gin-marking laws  as  a breach 
of  the  Treaty  of  Rome.  It  was 
contended  that  these  merely 
fed  subjective  prejudice 
against  foreign  goods  and 
hence  acted  against  freedom  of 
internal  trade. 

Many  a British  manufacturer 
would  beg  to  differ.  In 
any  case,  education  rather 
than  law  is  the  answer  to 


prejudice,  unless  severe  social 
damage  results. 

Britain  did  mnch  to  pro- 
mote the  development  of  a free 
internal  market  in  its  presi- 
dency of  the  Council  of  Min- 
isters. If  the  public  is  to  be  won 
over  to  the  cause  of  breaking 
down  barriers,  however,  freer 
trade  should  go  hand  in  hand 
with  the  raising  of  consumer 
protection  standards  to  the 
highest  in  the  Community. 
The  effect  should  not  be  to 
harmonize  them  downwards. . 

In  a world  of  freer  trade  and 
greater  choice,  information  is 
the  consumer’s  strongest 
weapon . and  safest  shield. 
Higher  standards  of  labelling 
allow  the  public  to  choose 
without  being  fooled. 

But  the  consumer  is  far  from 
powerless  even  without  the 
protection  of  the  law.  British 
beer  drinkers  have  successfully 
rebelled  against  marketing 
strategies  of  national  brewers. 
Germany’s  pure  beer  brewers 
will  surely  respond  to  the  new 
challenge  of  consumer  choice 
by  promoting  what  was  once 
taken  for  granted.  In  doing  so, 
they  may  well  find  consumers 
elsewhere  more  appreciative 
of  their  product.  This  might 
even  help  to  promote  the  pure 
beers  already  produced  in 
other  Community  countries, 
including  Britain. 

Buyers  are  not  always  as 
wary  as  they  should  be.  But  it 
is  generally  better  to  inform 
consumers  than  to  dictate 
what  they  may  buy,  in  what  is 
deemed  to  be  their  own

Sir,  Mikhail  Gorbachov's  style  of 
leadership  has  created  as  at- 
mosphere in  which  a missile 
agreement  seems  possible,  indeed 
attractive.  Gfasnost  has  become 
the  definitive  characteristic  of  that 
style  of  leadership.  Yet  precisely 
because  of  his  relatively  liberal 
agenda  Mr  Gorbachov  is  unable  to 
rely  upon  solid  support  in  the 
Politburo  and  in  the  three  key 
institutions — the  army,  party,  and 
KGB  — that  support  Politburo 
members. 

It  should  not  be  assumed  that 
entrenched,  conservative  interests 
in  the  Politburo  and  in  the  three 
key  institutions  will  continue  to 
tolerate  Mr  Gorbachov's  progres- 
sivism  any  more  than  they  did 
that  of  his  reformist  predecessor, 
Nikita  Khrushchev. 

There  is  much  to  be  said  in 
favour  of  a medium-range  missile 
agreement  in  Europe.  Removal  of 
medium-range  missiles  would  re- 
duce the  nuclear  tension  between 
the  two  superpowers  and  provide 
Mr  Gorbachov  with  a timely  boost 
m prestige  in  the  eyes  of  his 
countrymen.  However,  his  tenu- 
ous position  as  leader  of  the  Soviet 
Union  is  a sobering  reality. 

Should  the  hardliners  reassert 
themselves  and  replace  Mr 
Gorbachov  with  one  of  their  own, 
a missile  agreement  reached  under 
the  aegis  of  gfasnost  would  be  put 
in  a very  different  perspective, 
particularly  if  the  current  Soviet 
short-range  missile  advantage  re- 
mains.

Not  a single  Soviet  statement 
gives  David  Watt  any  reason  for 
this  accusation.  Our  proposals 
provide  for  quite  different 
developments. 

Five  years  ago  the  USSR  took  a 
nuclear  no-first-use  pledge, 
whereas  the  US  and  Nato  have  not 
taken  one  to  this  day.  A year  ago 
the  USSR  agreed  to  for-reaching 
military  confidence-building  mea- 
sures. which  were  registered  in  a 
relevant  agreement  at  the  Stock- 
holm-1 conference; 

Right  after  this  Moscow  and  its 
Warsaw  Treaty  allies  proposed 
early  talks  jin  the  framework  of 
the  Helsinki  process)  on  deep  cuts 
in  conventional  weapons  and 
troops  from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
Urals,  and  expressed  their  readi- 
ness to  meet  Western  concerns 
over  asymmetry  in  components  of 
these  forces.  However,  this  un- 
precedented and  promising  pro- 
- posal  has  not  yet  been  seriously 
considered  by  the  West. 

If  the  West  was  really  concerned 
over  the  problem  of  conventional 
cuts  it  would  grasp  at  the  proposal 
of  the  Warsaw  Treaty  to  see 
whether  the  Russians  are  really 
sincere;  But  since  this  is  not  the 
case,  one  must  conclude  that  the 
Nato  leaders  prefer  to  dodge  the 
solution  of  this  problem  in  order 
to  preserve  an  excuse  to  continue 
the  conventional  arms  race. 


Ibis  condusion  is  buttressed  by 
the  current  attempts  to  sow  doubts * 
in  western  Europe  about  the 
expediency  of  an  agreement  on 
medium-range  missiles.  Six  years 
ago  Nato  enthusiastically  wel- 
comed the  “zero  option”,  which 
was  not  easy  for  the  USSR  to 
accept,  not  least  because  of  the 
nudear  potentials  of  Britain  and 
France. 

Now  that  the  USSR  has  decided 
to  accept  this  option,  despite  the 
problems,  the  same  people  in 
Nato  are  saying  that  they  just 
cannot  imagine  what  they  would 
do  without  American  Pershing- 2s 
and  cruise  missiles.  When  were 
they  sincere  — then  or  now? 

It  is  high  time  to  disavow  the 
w hat’s-  be  1 1 e r-for-ib  e- S o viet- 
U n ion -is-au  to  maii  call  y-worse- 
for-the-West  concept.

Sir,  It  is  perverse  of  you  to  suggest 
(leading  article,  March  10)  that  a 
“zero-zero”  deal  on  rntermediate- 
range  nuclear  forces,  in  its  present 
form,  looks  unwise.  It  is  hardly  a 
question  of  “entering  into  the 
spirit  ofthe  offer  and  accepting  Mr 
Gorbachov  at  face  value”  — it  is 
rather  a matter  of  being  prepared 
to  take  “yes”  for  an  answer. 

The  plain  feet  is  that  the  West 
now  has  a major  foreign  policy 
success  on  its  hands.  The  “zero 
option”,  when  first  presented  by 
the  US  President  in  1981.  was 
widely  derided  by  tender  spirits  as 
impossibly  tough  on  the  Soviets.  It 
has  now  been  accepted  in  loto. 

This  success  has  been  due, 
beyond  question,  to  the  willing- 
ness of  Nato  governments  collec- 
tively to  hang  tough,  and  to  press 
on  with  the  deployment  of  Per- 
shing-25 and  ground-launched 
cruise  missiles  in  the  teeth  of 
considerable  public  unpopularity. 
The  reward  is  now  ready  to  be 
reaped  in  the  form  of  a bargain 
which  is  manifestly  to  the  advan- 
tage of  both  sides. 

If  it  goes  through,  the  countries 
of  western  Europe  will  be  free,  for 
the  first  time  since  the  USSR 
deployed  the  predecessors  to  the 
SS-20  in  the  early  1960s,  from  the 
threat  of  this  whole  class  of 
nuclear  system.  It  will  be  the  first 
major  arms-reduction  exercise  to 
be  completed  in  my  lifetime. 
Sensible  measures  of  verification 
are,  of  course,  sine  qua  non. 

As  regards  shorter  range  mis- 
siles, Mr  Gorbachov  offered  on 
February  28  not  only  (as  you  say) 
to  pull  back  his  rockets  from  East 
Germany  and  Czechoslovakia, 
but  to  “begin  talks  immediately 
with  a view  to  reducing  and  folly 
eliminating  them”.  It  is  hard  to  see 
bow  be  could  go  further  at  this 
stage.  The  countries  of  western 
Europe  should  now  be  giving  the 
Americans  every  encouragement 
to  complete  the  deal  on  these 
terms.

The  Greenwich  grant 

From  the  Leader  of  Greenwich 
Council 

Sir,  You  report  (March  6)  the 
statement  by  Mr  Nicholas  Ridley, 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Environ- 
ment, amending  yet  again  the 
local  authorities'  rate-support 
grant  allocations  for  1987-88. 

In  his  original  block-grant 
settlement  for  1986-87  the  sec- 
retary of  slate  made  provision  for 
the  additional  costs  which  would 
foil  to  each  London  borough  when 
they  assumed  former  GLC 
responsibilities.  His  declared  int- 
ention was  that  there  should  be  no 
gainers  or  losers  among  the' 
London  boroughs. 

-The  functions  which  came  to 
Greenwich  cost  us  an  estimated 
£26million.  for  which,  in  his 
original  settlement,  the  secretary 
of  state  allocated  £22.8million.  We 
felt  this  was  unfair.  We  com- 
plained, but  received  no  increase. 

The  London  Borough  of  Brom- 
ley felt  their  settlement  was  unfair 
and  complained.  The  secretary  of 
state  responded  by  proposing  to 
re-allocate  the  grant  with  the 
result  that  Bromley  would  receive 


more  and  Greenwich  less  by 
£2.4imllion.  Because  of  the  in- 
tricacies of  block-gram  settle- 
ments, this  has  a real  value  of 
£3.8million. 

Contrary  to  what  Frank  John- 
son wrote  (“The  spark  to  set  the 
shires  aflame”,  March  6),  Mr 
Ridley  did  not  take  the  matter  to 
the  High  Court.  Greenwich  Coun- 
cil sought  a judicial  review  of  Mr 
Ridley's  action  in  withholding 
grant  The  High  Court  declared 
the  Government's  action  unlaw- 
ful. This  still  leaves  us  substan- 
tially short  of  funding  for  our 
needs,  arising  from  the  abolition 
ofthe  GLC 

The  allegations  made  about 
Greenwich  in  the  House  are 
entirely  without  foundation.  We 
have  merely  fought  to  keep  the 
original  allocation  of  grant  inad- 
equate though  it  was,  which  Mr 
Ridley  attempted  unlawfully  to 
take  from  us.

Making  light  of 
ageing  process 

From  Mr  F.  H.  Pedlcy 
Sir.  Professor  Raymond  Levy 
(March  7)  is  welcome  to  use  the 
words  “old"  and  “elderly"  for  the 
purposes  of  his  research  if  that 
helps  him  and  others  to  define 
what  they  are  investigating.  But  he 
is  much  nearer  to  the  nub  of  the 
argument  when  he  (“having  ac- 
cepted this  fete”)  refers  to  the 
“Third  Age”  as  being  a more 
realistic,  as  well  as  more  accept- 
able alternative. 

Even  then,  however,  he  fails  to 
make  the  crucial  distinction. 
Those  of  us  who  belong  to  the 
University  of  the  Third  Age  have 
no  intention  of  felling  into  the 
quatrieme age,  which  would  more 
properly  be  defined  as  senility 
rather  than  the  "old  old".  We 
intend  to  occupy  our  minds,  and 
our  bodies  too,  in  such  a way  that 
the  stimulus  of  mental  and  phys- 
ical activity  leads  to  wholesome 
fulfilment  which  is  of  our  own 
making  — because  U3A,  as  it  is 
known,  is  an  organisation  run  by 
its  members,  of  which  there  are 
now  some  10,000  in  about  100 
groups  all  over  the  country.

School  transfers 

From  Mr  Michael  P.  Glogg 
Sir,  I understand  that  the  prob- 
lems feeing  GCSE  students  who 
change  schools  in  mid-course  is 
currently  being  addressed  by  the 
board  secretaries.  The  evidence  so 
far  is  that  their  time-scale  for 
resolving  an  issue  of  such  key 
importance  for  parents  and  stu- 
dents is  woefully  unrealistic. 

For  some  weeks  now  1 and  my 
senior  colleagues  have  been 
attempting  to  respond 
sympathetically  to  the  questions 
of  one  anxious  father  of  a 14-year- 
old  daughter  two  terms  into  the 
GCSE  courses  at  her  current 
school  in  Swansea.  The  parent  has 
finally  located  a school  that  can 
accommodate  her  particular 
combination  of  upper  school  sub- 
ject options,  but  has  asked  us  what 
happens  about  any  mismatches 
between  her  present  board  and  the 
different  boards  under  which  we 
operate,  either  in  respect  of  assess- 
ment procedures  or  course  work 
completed  before  transfer  which 
does  not  come  within  the  syllabus 
of  our  own  examination  board(s). 

Regrettably,  all  I have  been  able 
to  secure  from  board  secretaries 
has  been  the  assurance  that  each 
case  will  be  dealt  with  on  its 
merits.  The  Secretary  for  the  Joint 
Council  for  the  GCSE  has  also 
assured  me  that  "every  effort  will 
be  made  to  ensure  that  children 
are  not  placed  at  a disadvantage”. 

Fine  words,  but  how  does  a 
parent  assess  the  “cost”  of  any 
such  proposed  transfer  and  judge 
whether  it  would  be  better  to  keep 
their  child  in  their  present  school, 
boarded  with  relatives,  especially 
if  five  months'  work  in  one  or  two 
subjects  were  to  be  written  off  if 
they  transferred? 

It  appears  to  me  that,  in  their 
haste  to  launch  the  GCSE  the 
issue  of  transfer  has  been  down- 
graded by  the  boards.  Do  they 
have  any  idea  of  the  vast  numbers 
of  pupil  transfers  in  this  14—17 
age  group?

Authorities  is  capable)  it  seems 
foolish  to  talk  of  burning  the 
private  locum  or  freezing  their 
fees. 

The  private  locum  agencies  are 
everything  the  NHS  is  not.  They 
are  efficient  and  they  pay 
promptly  and  well.  They  are  the 
only  reliable  source  of  doctors  to 
fill  gaps  that  the  dwindling  group 
of  hospital  doctors  (myself  among 
them)  arc  increasingly  reluctant  to 
fill 

The  disappearance  of  the  agen- 
cies would  accelerate  the  ongoing 
breakdown  of  the  hospital  service. 
1 suspect  even  this  Government 
would  find  that  unacceptable.

Richard  Bassett's  article  (Feb- 
ruary 27)  vividly  conveys  some  of 
the  grim  reality  oflife  in  Romania 
and  although  he  seems  excessively 
sanguine  about  what  the  West  can 
do.  he  is  right  to  insist  that 
Western  leaders  should  cease  to 
regard  the  regime  as  in  some  way 
preferable  to  those  of  other  iron 
curtain  countries. 

Nowhere  is  the  harshness  of  the 
regime  more  dearly  shown  than  in 
the  treatment  of  Romania's 
Hungarian-speaking  minority  in 
Transylvania,  which  I and  others 
in  the  Liberal-SDP  Alliance  have 
raised  with  the  Romanian  authori- 
ties on  several  occasions. 

Hungarian -language  radio  and 
TV  broadcasts  have  been  severely 
reduced,  schools  closed  down, 
theatre  groups  intimidated  and  the 
minorities*  right  to  worship  in 
their  own  churches  systematically 
denied.  Cases  of  physical  abuse  of 
members  of  the  Hungarian 
community  are  also  well  doc- 
umented. 

We  should  not  forget  that  there 
is  no  sign  of  glasnosl  in  Bucharest.

THE  BLACK  HAND 
IN  AMERICA 

(FROM  A CORRESPONDENT.) 

It  is  do  wonder  that  the  assassi- 
nation of  Petros ino  has  caused 
great  sensation  in  New  York,  for 
the  detective  just  murdered  at 
Palermo  was  Lhe  one  man  in  whose 
skill  the  American  jmlice  trusted 
for  the  solution  of  one  of  their  most 
pressing  and  difficult  problems. 
The  long  series  of  Black  Hand 
outrages  of  which  this  is  the  climax 
must  be  carefully  distinguished 
from  such  crime  as  might  be 
expected  to  result  from  the  tem- 
perament and  traditions  or  the 
Italian  immigrants  in  the  United 
Suites . . . 

. . . The  character  of  the  “Little 
Italy"  in  an  American  city  will 
ordinarily  bear  comparison  with 
that  ofthe  quarters  of  other  foreign 
residents.  And  in  every  community 
of  any  size  may  be  found  many 
well-to-do  Italians  who  have 
amassed  considerable  means,  not 
by  speculation  but  by  steady 
business  qualities. 

ORIGIN  AND  METHODS 


lt  is  this  very  prosperity  of  the 
reputable  Italians  that  has  stimu- 
lated the  criminal  propensities  of 
the  lowest  class  of  their  fellow- 
countrymen  and  has  brought  into 
being  the  terrorism  of  the  Black 
Hand.  Toward  the  end  of  the  last 
century  the  Sicilian  gangs  which 
made  their  living  by  blackmail 
became  aware  that  not  a few 
Italians  who  had  left  their  home 
country  as  peasants  had  acquired 
wealth  across  the  Atlantic.  Even 
the  ordinary  workman,  they  learnt, 
who  could  gain  only  40  cents  a day 
in  Sicily,  could  make  about  four 
times  that  wage  in  New  York. 
Accordingly  they  hastened  to  ex- 
ploit by  their  familiar  methods  the 
ricb  field  of  the  Italian  colony  in 
that  city.  It  was  not  long  before  the 
American  police  found  themselves 
faced  by  an  elaborate  machinery  of 
crime  far  more  ingenious  and 
complicated  than  anything  with 
which  they  had  previously  had  to 
deal.  The  Black  Hand  ...  did  not 
hesitate  at  kidnapping,  outrage, 
and  murder  when  these  means 
seemed  necessary  to  its  ends. 

A few  specimen  cases  will  illus- 
trate the  activities  of  this  organiza- 
tion. There  was  the  murder,  in 
September,  1903,  of  Deranimo,  an 
ex-policeman  from  Italy,  through 
whose  efforts  a number  of  members 
of  the  Mafia  had  been  arrested  He 
had  been  pursued  by  the  vengeance 
of  his  enemies  from  city  to  city, 
until  he  was  lured  one  day  into  the 
hallway  of  a tenement  building  in 
Second  Avenue,  New  York,  and 
shot  dead.  Then  there  was  the 
slaying  of  Salvatore  Bossotto,  the 
son  of  an  Italian  restaurant  keeper. 
Young  Bossotto  had  called  in  the 
police  to  arrest  a Sicilian  for 
attempting  to  defraud  of  their 
money  a party  of  Italian  miners  on 
their  way  borne  from  Pennsylva- 
nia. One  morning  when  the  father 
and  son  opened  their  restaurant 
they  found  on  the  glass  of  the  front 
door  the  sign  of  the  “bridge  of 
death”  — a perpendicular  line, 
crossed  at  regular  intervals  by 
three  horizontal  lines,  with  small 
crosses  in  the  two  spaces  at  the 
right  band  The  prediction  was 
fulfilled  shortly  after  when  the 
accused  Sicilian  shot  Bossotto  in 
his  own  restaurant . . . 

. . In  1907,  on  the  very  day 
when  there  appeared  in  the  New 
York  newspapers  a cable  despatch 
asserting  that  many  Italians  had 
lately  returned  to  Italy  on  purpose 
to  escape  the  Black  Hand  there 
took  place  a significant  incident  in 
New  York  Court-room.  An 
Italian  prisoner  who  had  been 
convicted  of  kidnapping  but  had 
not  been  sentenced  conceived  the 
idea  that  if  he  testified  against  his 
accomplice,  whose  trial  was  to 
follow,  he  might  be  let  off  with  a 
lighter  penalty  — Before  he  ut- 
tered a word  in  evidence  be 
happened  to  glance  across  at  his 
confederate  and  immediately 
turned  deathly  pale.  The  confeder- 
ate, looking  straight  at  the  prisoner 
already  convicted,  had  placed  the 
forefinger  of  his  left  hand  in  each 
temple  successively,  and  had  then, 
quick  as  a flash,  drawn  his  right 
hand  across  his  throat . . . Prom 
that  moment  never  a word  could  be 
extracted  from  the  man  who  had 
professed  bitnself  ready  to  tell 
all...

la  the  case  of  contraception,  as  pre- 
sented in  the  Vatican  bioethics  statement, 
the  authenticity  of  the  symbolism  turns 
not  on  the  gender  of  the  partners,  which  is 
not  at  issue,  but  on  their  actions-  A 
physical  barrier  to  the  transmission  of 
sperm  from  man  to  woman  stands  for  a 
spiritual  and  emotional  barrier  between 
them,  denying  their  sexual  act  its  proper 
meaning  as  a symbol  of  their  total  unity. 

The  statement  speaks  of  the  “language 
of  the  body”:  Pope  John  Paul  EL,  in  his  pre- 
vious exposition  of  these  ideas,  has 
suggested  that  contraceptive  intercourse  is 
a kind  of  lie. 

In  both  cases,  according  to  the  tra- 
ditionalist view,  a defect  of  essential 


symbol  in  these  respects  is  enough  to 
destroy  sacramental  validity.  A woman 
who  has  been  through  a service  of 
ordination  is  nevertheless  not  a priest;  a 
couple  who  have  been  through  a marriage 
service,  intending  every  subsequent  act  of 
sexual  intercourse  to  involve  deliberate 
frustration  of  conception,  is  nevertheless 
not  a marriage. 

Both  sacraments  are  void.  For  it  is  a 
principle  of  sacramental  theology  that  the 
symbolism  employed  is  not  merely  a 
poetic  metaphor  invented  by  humans,  but 
belongs  to  an  objective  reality  outside 
human  control.  It  belongs  in  the  realm  of 
metaphysics,  not  metaphors;  these  sym- 
bols are  statements  of  what  is  the  case,  not 
just  useful  ways  of  thinking  about  it

Both  these  very  quickly  become  circular 
arguments.  The  maleness  of  the  priest- 
hood is  first  employed  as  part  of  the 
evidence  for  a general  assertion  about 
natural  male  dominance  and  natural 
female  passivity:  and  that  then  emerges  at 
the  end  of  the  argument  as  the  point  which 
has  been  proved. 

Similarly,  sexual  intercourse  is  first 
defined  in  terms  of  hs  procreativity,  and 
then  the  body  language  of  notHxocreative 
acts  is  measured  against  that  criterion,  and 
found  wanting.  Even  if  the  arguments  are 
presented  in  a way  that  avoids  this 
tautology,  it  is  still  questionable  whether 
the  particular  symbols  are  capable  of 
bearing  the  weight  that  is  being  put  on 
them. 

A more  fundamental  objection  would  be 
aimed  at  the  brood  terms  of  the  argument 
Traditional  Roman  Catholic  sacramental 
theology  relies  heavily  if  implicitly  on  a 
philosophical  method  and  framework 
which  is  independent  of  the  Christian 
religion,  and  it  is  therefore  a tool  of 
analysis  rather  than  a source  of  revealed 
truth. 

It  enables  the  human  mind  to  go  where 
otherwise  it  would  have  no  language.  But 
the  traditional  system  of  metaphysics,  by 
which  sacramental  symbols  have  usually, . 
been  explained,  has  in  the  past  come 
dangerously  dose  to  usurping  the  place  of. 
revelation  itself.  It  can  have  the  same  j 
warping  effect  on  religion  as  any  other 
ideology. 

This  metaphysics  is  powerfully  at  work 
both  in  the  arguments  cited  above  against 
the  ordination  of  women,  and  in  the  • 
Vatican's  adoption  of  symbolic  body 
language  as  the  decisive  arbiter  of  the 
morality  of  sexual  behaviour  in  marriage.  1 

Symbols  and  images  may  be  additional 
dues  as  to  the  direction  in  which  the  true  | 
and  the  good  might  lie.  for  they  appeal  to 
emotion  and  to  the  unconscious  in  ways 
that  rational  argument  cannot.  If  they  are  I 
employed  with  mathematical  precision  to 
produce  a QED  solution,  however,  they  :

Professor  Peter  Wildy,

March  10.  He  was  66. 

Norman  Peter  Leete  Wj|dy 
was  bom  on  March  31, 1920. 
He  was  educated  at  East- 
bourne College  and  Caius 
College,  Cambridge,  before 
going  to  St  Thomas's  Hospi- 
tal, London,  to  complete  his 
medical  training. 

He  qualified  in  1944  and 
joined  the  RAMC  the  follow- 
ing year.  In  1947  he  returned 
to  the  bacteriology  depart- 
ment at  St  Thomas's  Hospital 
Medical  School  first  as  a 
research  fellow  and,  later,  as 
senior  lecturer. 

His  early  work  was  on 
bacteriology,  but^he  soon 

of  virology,  an  interest  that 
was  confirmed  by  a year  spent 
with  Sir  Macfariane  Burnet  at 
the  Walter  and  Ehza  Hall 
institute  for  Medical  Re- 
search, Melbourne. 

There,  Wildy  carried  out 
some  pioneering  genetic  ex- 
periments with  viruses  which 
were  the  forerunners  of  genet- 
ic analysis  of  viruses  from 
humans  and  animals.

Science  report 


Hazard  of  pesticides 
concentrated  in  fog 

By  a Special  Correspondent 


People  living  in  agrknltnal 
areas  have  good  reason  to 
beware  of  Cog.  According  to 
scientists  at  the  AgricnKssra! 
Environmental  Institute  in 
Maryland,  United  States,  and 
the  University  of  California,  it 
concentrates  pesticides,  spreads 
(hem  over  a wide  area  and  then 
deposits  them  where  they  were 
sever  intended. 

One  of  the  dtcmknh  fowl 
has  already  proved  highly  toxic 
to  haznans.  Coining  after  the 
discovery  of  excessive  acidity  in 
fog,  this  cowuamtes  even  more 
to  fears  that  fog  spreads  and 
intensifies  many  different  kinds 
of  air  potiHtioa. 

' Pesticides  are  so  fond  dr  fog 
rim*  they  appear  to  break  the 
laws  of  chemistry  to  bind  with  it. 
According  to  sroch  laws,  the 
concentrations  of  pesticides  in 
water  droplets  suspended  in  fog 
should  be  much  lower  than  they 
Atfe.  _ 

What  is  mtne,  some  pesticides 
do  not  normally  wh  with  water 
at  all  easily,  which  farther 
deepens  the  mystery.  Other 
onnnnc  substances  in  the  fog 
may  have  helped  them  dissolve, 
but  tins  is  merely  a hypothesis. 


Whatever  the  hidden  chemi- 
cal mechanism,  tbe  16  pesticides 
found  in  fog  on  several  sites  in 
California  and  Maryland  had 
managed.  In  some  cams*  to  form 
concentrations  hundreds  of 
times  greater  than  those  found 
hi  rain  water. Someiasectiddes 
were  present  in  an  extra-toxic, 
highly  oxygenated  fenn. 

•Ose  of  these,  paraoxou,  was 
so  toxic  it  conld  have  killed  any 
pest  in  the  fog  as  effectively  as  in 
the  nearby  vineyards  where  it 
was  originally  applied. 

Paraoxou  is  a derivative  of  I 
parathioa,  an  insecticide  that] 
has  caned  deaths  among  people  1 
who  were  accidentally  exposed 
to  it  while  spraying  crops.  This 
is  the  test  time  it  has  beat 
shown  Oat  pollution  carried  hr 
fog  can  actually  threaten  hmnan 
as  well  as  plant  life. 

Further  research  is  needed  tn  | 
estabtish  what  other  pollutants 
may  spread  under  the  cloak  of  I 
fog  and  why  it  coocetorates  them  j 
to  such  an  wfeni.

Intimacy  restricts  effectiveness

Holly  HOI  reports 
on  the  New  York 
opening  of  Les 
Mis£rables,  and 
on  mixed  critical 
reactions  to  it 


Shivering  in  20-degree  tem- 
peratures and  a nasty  wind, 
half  ofNew  York’s  Press  corps 
huddled  outside  the  Broadway 
Theatre  wonder  if  Les  Mish 
erables  would  play  its  penul- 
timate preview.  A' power-pack 
had  blown  m the  computer 
and,  unless  repairs  could  be 
made,  the  show  cocdd  not  go 
on.  “No  electricity,  no  art”, 
some  chattered,  recalling  the 
big  laugh-line  from  the  Ste- 
phen Sondherin-James  Lapine 
musical  Sunday  in  the  Park 
with  George. 

Shortly  after  eight,  the  audi- 
ence was  serried  in  the  theatre. 
The  producer,  Cameron  Mao- ' 
in  tosh,  walked  in  front  of  the 
cui tain,  introducing  himself 
and  confessing,  “I  hope  this  is 
my  only  appearance  ever  on  a 
Broadway  stage”.  He  ex- 
plained the  problem,  asked 
the  audience’s  indulgence  fen1 
half  an  hour,  and  was  warmly 
applauded  for  the  gracious- 
ness with  which  be  spoke.  At 
8.30  there  was  a glimmer  of 
light  and  .movement  from 
behind  the  curtain.  More  ap- 
plause. Ten  minutes  later  the 
curtain  rose,  and  if  there  were 
any  difficulties  thereafter  only 
the  show’s  staff  knew. 

Having  seen  Les  Mis  (as  it  is 
called  here,  rather  than  The 
Glums)  twice  last  summer  in 
London,  . I think  that  the 
Broadway  production  is  not  as 
good.  The  massive  appearance 
and  19th-centmy  aura  of  the 
Palace  Theatre  are  more  con- 
genial to  the  show  than  New 


Frank  Rich  raved  fa  the  New 
York  Zones,  his  only  reserva- 
tion being  the  American  ac- 
tors. Rich  commented  that  the 
directors,  Trevor  Nunn  and 
John  Galrf,  had  “gone  glori- 
ously showbiz  - with  convic- 
tion, inspiration  and  teste1- 
praised  the  “profligately  mel- 
odious score”  and  “resourceful 
lyrics”  and  judged  dial  the 
show  was  “in  the  highest 
traditioa  of  Broadway  musical 
production”. 

Clive  Barnes  in  the  New 
York  Post  stated  that  the  show 
was  “simply  smashing”  but 
also  called  it  “superbly  served, 
instantly  disposable  trash”. 

Howard  Kissel  of  the  Daily 
News,  praised  the  scenery  and 
lighting  and  fflhn  WfllanSOfi’S 
performance,  bat  found  the 
adaptation  shallow,  the  score 
“drivel  — singsong,  rep- 
etitions, emotionally  dead” 
and  the  lyrics  “unbelievably 
simple-minded”. 

The  first  television  review  to 
come  in  called  Les  Misembles 
“a  snob-hit  — the  kind  of  show 
that  must  be  seen  and  cheered 
although  in  your  heart  you 
know  it’s  hollow”.

York’s  more  intimate  Broad- 
way Theatre,  where  John 
Napier's  designs  look  less 
impressive.  The  coup  de  th£- 
dtre  of  the  Paris  slums  tuning 
into  the  barricades  inspired 
little  audible,  wonder  at  the 
performance  { attended,  prob- 
ably because  in  less  space  it  is 
not  really  awesome. 

Both  a gain  and  a loss  is  the 
repositioning  of  Javert's  first 
solo,  “Stars”.  It  now  comes 
just  before  the  first  student 
rebellion  song,  which  streng- 
thens the  continuity  of  the 
story.  However,  if  my  mem- 
ory is  not  faulty,  I recall  Javert 


singing  before  a virtual  curtain 
of  stars,  as  if  be  were  alone 
with  them  in  the  universe  of 
his  imagination.  To  me  it  was 
the  most  artistically  perfect 
piece  of  staging  in  the  show. 
On  Broadway  we  see  Javert 
standing  in  from  of  the  Paris 
slums,  with  only  a smattering 
of  stars  above. 

The  Thenardiers,  nicely 
played  and  sung  by  Leo 
Bunnester  and  Jennifer  Butt, 
are  less  the  fawning,  audience- 
milking  comics  here.  This  is  a 
huge  plus:  the  adaptation  of 
Victor  Hugo's  grotesques  was 
tasteless.  After  being  urged  to 


weep  for  Famine  and  Cosette, 
the  audience  is  supposed  to 
forget  that  .the  Thenardiers 
drove  Famine  to  her  death 
and  abused  Cosette  terribly'  to 
have  a giggle.  Child  abusers  as , 
comic  relief?  1 wonder  if  even 
Fagin  could  or  should  win 
over  audiences  today. 

Calm  Wilkinson  is  as  splen- 
did as  ever  as  Jean  Valjean, 
and  Frances  Rufielle  repeats 
her  appealing  Epomne.  Judy 
Kuhn  has  a lovely  strong 
soprano  as  Cosene  but.  except 
for  her  and  the  Thenardiers, 
the  American  cast  is  weak 
vocally.  Most  of  the  other 


principals  and  many  in  the 
chorus  who  sing  solo  lines  are 
not  up  to  the  music,  particu- 
larly in  the  lower  register  or 
when  the  mood  is  intense. 

Never  a great  admirer  of  Les 
Mis&rables,  I went  back  to  see 
it  a second  time  in  London 
because  I was  so  distressed  by 
the  contrast  between  what  it 
accomplished  and  where  it 
failed  (as  in  the  examples  of 
Javert  and  the  Thenardiers). 
Having  seen  it  now  three 
times,  I still  salute  the  aspects 
which  touch  the  grandeur  of 
Victor  Hugo's  novel,  and 
mourn  those  which  fall  short.

ney  through  slender  hope, 
defection,  elation,  self-decep- 
tion and  despair,  it  is  the 
crucial-  flaw  in  the  opera’s 
feeble  and  perfunctory  ending 
that  Alceste  has  no  chance 
finally  to  sing  the  joys  of 
resurrection.  A lack  of  flexibil- 
ity in  some  arioso  passages 
and  a few  precarious  moments 
above  the  stave  detracted  little 
from  Miss  Plowright’s  overall 

accomplishment. 

She  received  admirable  sup- 
port from  Riccardo  Muti,  who 
extracted  a vivid  performance 
from  the  orchestra  without 
ever  having  to  resort  to  an 
over-inflated  sound  to  make 
dramatic  points.  The  chorus’s 
funereal  contributions  were 
excellent,  the  jubilant  ones 
marred  by  some  superan- 
nuated sopranos.  Mutfs  con- 
ducting of  Gluck’s  Orfeo  at 
Florence  some  years  ago  will 
have  prepared  audiences  for 
the  interpretation. 

Admeto's  music  was  force- 


fully — in  fact,  forcibly  - 
delivered  by  the  strenuous 
Guiseppe  Merino,  replacing 
the  previously  announced 
Warren  Ellsworth.  Anne 
Sophie  von  Otter  was  an 
outstanding  Ismene,  although 
it  was  tantalizing  to  hear  such 
a fine  performer  in  a periph- 
eral role.  Willi  am  Matte  uzzi,  a 
much  admired  Rossini  tenor 
in  Italy’s  smaller  bouses, 
sounded  over-stretched  as 
Evandro.  Alberto  Noli  was  an 
indsive  High  Priest. 

Direction  and  design  were 
both  entrusted  to  Pier  Luigi 
Pizzi,  who  set  the  opera  in  and 
around  a simple  but  elegant 
white  neo-classical  rotunda  — 
an  apt  reflection  of  the  values 
closest  to  Gluck-th  e-re  for- 
mer’s heart.  Pizzi’s  produc- 
tion was  similarly  restrained, 
but  full  of  illuminating  detail; 
only  Alceste,  dad  in  white  in 
Act  I amid  black-robed  chorus 
and  confidantes,  was  not  pre- 
pared to  mourn  Admeto  even 
before  he  was  dead.

Cumbernauld 


It  is  easy  to  imagine  Glasgow 
— no  mean  city  - as  a 
backdrop  to  just  the  kind  of 
Chandleresque  film  noir 
Mugshot  purports  to  be.  Rob- 
ert Robson,  writer  and  direc- 
tor of  this  engaging  if  slight 
piece,  has  gone  to  a lot  of 
trouble  to  get  the  right  Forties 
look,  from  the  nicely  judged 
cut-out  set  to  the  wide  suits, 
trilbies  and  co-respondent 
shoes  (designs  by  Lynn  Ait- 
ken)  and  not  forgetting  that 
pool  of  light  in  which  Bogart, 
or  in  this  case  Alasdair 
McCrone  as  Mac  Marlowe, 
always  seems  to  be  standing. 

There  is  a conventional, 
well  worked  out,  whodunnit- 
style  plot,  with  two  mysteri- 
ously similar  but  similarly 
dead  blondes,  a gallery  of 
instantly  recognizable  dodgy 
characters,  ana  an  excellent 
rnovie-sryle  soundtrack  which 
-its  composer,  Joe  McGinley, 
plays  live. 

The  trouble  is  that  neither 
the  production  nor  the  script 
is  ever  really  clear  what  it 
wants  to  be.

A new  audience  is  craving  old 
excitements,  and  the  Cult  are 
just  one  of  many  current  acts

The  present  line-up  devel- 
oped from  humble  beginnings 
in  1982.  when  Ian  Astbury 
formed  a band  in  Bradford 
known  as  the  Southern  Death 
Cult.  They  now  boast  a hard- 
core following  with  the 
purchasing  power  to  push  the 
recent  single  “Love  Removal 
Machine”  stajght  into  the 
charts  at  Number  1 8,  but  have 
not  reached  the  broader  mar- 
ket ne«ied  to  get  the  record 
any  higher. 

Charging  on  stage  after  a 
lengthy  taped  introduction  of 
'“The  Ride  of  the  Valkyries*’, 
they  seemed  to  have  taken 
'their  visual  cue  from  a strange 
assortment  of  stylistic  ref- 
erence-points- Billy  Dufiy  and 
Jamie  Stewart  wielded  big- 
jbodied  Gretsch  guitars  remi- 
niscent of  the  Fifties,  while 


Astbury,  with  his  long  black 
hair  and  fur  bat,  would  not 
have  looked  out  of  place  on 
the  cover  of  a Cream  album. 

Musically,  they  focused 
their  attention  on  the  rich 
pickings  available  from  the 
heavy  rock  catalogue  of  the 
Seventies,  and  with  new  songs

This  glorious  performance  of 
Beethoven's  Ninth  Symphony 
— bereft  of  exaggeration  or 
extravagance,  exuding  sanity 
and  warmth  from  every  bar  — 
must  rank  among  the  finest 
concerts  Sir  Colin  Davis  has 
conducted  in  London.  It  also 
emphasized  the  continuing 
excellence  of  the  venerable 
Dresden  Staatskapelle.  And, 
since  “Alle  Menschen  werdeu 
Binder"  in  Schiller's  vision,  it 
was  actually  rather  moving 
(for  this  naive  idealist,  any- 
way) that  in  the  finale  the  East 
Germans  should  have  formed 
so  sonorous  and  unshakeable 
an  alliance  with  foe  London 
Symphony  Chorus. 

The  orchestra,  having 
played  with  massive  security 
for  three  movements,  their 
strings  producing  especially 
distinguished  and  unanimous 
lines  in  foe  Adagio,  seemed  to 
relish  the  sudden,  powerful 
input  of  vibrant  choral  sound:

In  recent  years  foe  Medici 
String  Quartet  has  experi- 
mented quite  successfully  with 
words-and -music  concoctions.

it  appeared  to  renew  them  for 
delivery  of  a magnificently 
passionate  coda.

With  foe  centenary  of  Villa- 
Lobos  hilling  this  year,  there 
should  be  ample  opportunity 
to  catch  foe  best  of  foe 
composers  works.  Ernesto 
BfaeCti  induded  foe  Five  Pre- 
ludes for  guitar  in  his  redial 
and  they  gave  us  not  only  foe 
most  captivating  interpre- 
tative touches  of  foe  evening 
but  also  its  most  rewarding 
music.  With  foe  other-worldly 
high  pizzi catos  and  intro- 
spective musing  of  foe  Third 
Prelude  Biletti’s  sensitive 
playing  met  a score  of  equal 
invention.  The  only  regret  is 
that  more  of  foe  music  was  not 
of  this  standard.  The  Five 
Pieces  by  Piazzolla  sounded 
empty  and  overblown. 

That  reservation  could  not 
be  made  about  the  violin 
redtal  by  Thomas  Bowes.  Not 
content  with  a long  and  taxing 
programme,  he  also  commis- 
sioned a new  work  for  foe 
occasion:  Airs  and  Graces  by 
Jonathan  Lloyd,  an  inventive 
short  solo  which  cleverly  uses 


cross-string  effects,  foe  edge  of 
the  bow  and  other  tricks  of  the 
instrument  The  strong  tech- 
nique needed  for  this  work 
was  put  to  good  use  in  foe 
others.  Beethoven’s  C minor 
Sonata,  Op  30  No  2.  received 
an  imaginative,  inwardly  pas- 
sionate performance,  which 
found  Bowes  as  convincing  in 
foe  subdued  mood  of  the  slow 
movement  as  he  was  with  the 
forceful,  almost  vicious  hu- 
mour of  foe  Scherzo. 

By  coincidence  both  he  and 
Anna  Joseph  chose  to  play  the 
brilliant  D major  SonaLa  by 
Prokofiev,  albeit  in  very  dif- 
ferent styles.  Where  Bowes 
offered  fantasy  and  playing  of 
many,  colours,  Joseph  was 
more  strictly  literal,  clear  in 
tone  and  energetic  in  attack. 
Her  recital  had  begun  with 
rather  monochrome  accounts 
of  sonatas  by  Corelli  and 
Beethoven.  But  with  foe  Bal- 
lade from  Ysaye's  Sonata,  Op 
27  No  3,  for  solo  violin  all 
restraining  shackles  were  loos- 
ened: foe  double-stopping  was 
fearless  and  accurate,  foe  first 
sign  of  a spontaneity  that  was 
to  last  the  rest  of  the  evening.

The  industrialized  nations 
are  under  growing  pressure  to 
revise  their  faltering  Third 
World  debt  strategy  in  the 
wake  of  payment  suspensions 
by  Etpador  and  BraziL 
Although  nffipfala  are  con- 
fident they  have  prevailed  “a 
domino  effect*  of  defaults, 
they  acknowledge  that  new 
concessions  are- being  consid- 
ered to  preserve  the  $29  bQlioa 
(£1&5  billion)  debt  plan  pro- 
posed in-  1985  by  the  US 
Treasury  Secretary,  Mr 
James  Baker.

City  calls  for 

cut  in  PSBR

Financial  markets  are  ex- 
pecting Mr  Nigd  Lawson,  the 
ChanceDor  of  the  Exchequer, 
to  abandon  taigets  for  sterling 
M3,  the  broad  measure  of  the 
money  supply,  in  his  Budget 
tomorrow.  While  accepting  a 
mote  pragmatic  monetary  pol- 
icy, they  want  a tighter  fiscal 
policy  with  a cut  of  up  to  £2 
billion  in  Government 
borrowing. 

A cut  of  this  size  in  the 
public  sector  borrowing  re- 
quirement would  guarantee  a 
further  M in  interest  rates 
while  still  leaving  scope  for  at 
least  2p  off  the  basic  rate  of 
income  tax. 

Although  markets  took  on  a 
cautious  tone  ahead  of  the 
weekend,  with  sterling  giving 
up  some  of  its  recent  gains, 
money  markets  are  indicating 
a cut  in  base  rates  of  at  least  fe 
per  cent. 

The  Chancellor  has  a 
presentational  problem  be- 
cause any  PSBR  he  is  likely  to 
set  for -1987-88  will  probably 
be  above  the  outturn  for  1986- 
87.  Revenue  in  the  present 
year  has  turned  out  to  be  so 
buoyant-  that  many  City 
economists  believe  the  1986- 
87  PSBR  could  turn  out  at  £4 
billion  or  even  lower.  This 


compares  with  £5  billion  for 
1987-88  if  Mr  Lawson  decides 
to  use  £2  billion  of  his  scope 
fin- lax  cuts  to  cut  borrowing. 

BZW,  a leading  market- 
maker.  said  it  would  pm  more 
emphasis  on  how  the  PSBR 
for  next  year  compared  with 
this  year’s  outturn  rather  than 
with  the  plan  in  last  year’s 
medium-term  financial 
strategy. 

News  on  the  economy  is, 
however,  likely  to  please  the 
markets.  Mr  Lawson  will 
make  it  dear  in  his  assessment 
of  prospects  that  there  axe  no 
nasty  surprises  in  store,  either 
on  the  balance  of  payments  or 
inflation,  should  the  election 
be  delayed. 

The  Chancellor  win  paint  a 
picture  of  vigorous  growth  for 
the  economy,  probably  of  3.5 
per  cent  this  year,  with  the 
non-oil  part  of  the  economy 
growing  by  4 percent.  He  will 
also  bokl  out  hope  for  a 
continuing  drop  in 
unemployment 

The  centrepiece  of  the  Bud- 
get, a substantial  reduction  in 
the  basic  rate  of  income  tax, 
has  been  weD  signposted.  The 
consensus  view  among  econo- 
mists is  that  the  basic  rate  will 
be  reduced  by  2p  in  the  pound.

Ferranti  scraps 
bid  for  Ordnance

Ferranti,  the  defence 
electronics  group,  has  pulled 
out  of  the  bidding  for  Royal 
Ordnance,  the  state-owned 
arms  manufacturer  which  is 
scheduled  to  be  sold  to  the 
private  sector  by  early  next 
month. 

% tile  deadline  on  Friday, 
offers  of  about  £150  million 
had  been  submitted  by  British 
Aerospace  and  GKN,  the 
companies  always  considered 
among  foe  most  likely  to  buy 
Royal  Ordnance.  No  bid  was 
received  by  Ferranti. 

The  surprise  withdrawal  by 
Ferranti  means  that  just  two 
of  foe  four  companies  orig- 
inally shortlisted  as  prospec- 
tive buyers  have  actually 
made  offers.  One  week  before 
foe  deadline  Trafalgar  House 
said  it  would  not  bid  because 
Royal  Ordnance  “did  not  fit 
in  with  future  plans*. 

Ferranti  would  not  com- 
ment yesterday  on  its  decision 
but  it  is  believed  foe  company 
had  considered  making  an 
offer  of  about  100  million  and 
felt  that  foe  £150  million 
price-tag  was  outside  its  range. 
A statement  confirming  foe

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A profitable  niche  in 
sheltered  housing 


The  problems  faring  an 
ageing  population  are 
frequently  chronicled 
but  rarely  accompa- 
nied by  genuine  solutions.  It  is 
refreshing,  therefore,  to  come 
across  a development  such  as : 
sheltered  housing,  which  has 
gone  a considerable  way  to 
tackling  some  of  the  large 
obstacles  facing  eiderfy  pep-, 
pie,  namely  accommodation 
and  care. 

Sheltered  bousing  is  de- 
signed for  individuals,  typi- 
cally over  the  age  of  55,  who 
are  beginning  to  find  onerous 
the  responsibility  of  living 
without  support  , Financial 
and  practical  worries  about 
existing  homes  conspire  with 
preoccupations  about  security 
and  companionship  to  make 
attractive  the  prospect  of 
moving  to  a protected  en- 
vironment. 

Sheltered  housing  covers  a 
broad  range,  from  specially- 
designed  units,  built  in  blocks 
with  extensive  'communal 
facilities,  closely  supervised 
by  TCskfeut  wardens,  to  de- 
tached bungalows  in  an  enclo- 
sure with  a caretaker  on  call. 

Historically,  local  authori- 
ties and  housing  associations 
have  provided  the  bulk  of  the 
country's  sheltered  housing. 
However,  such  is  the  demand 
that  only  the  needy  tend  to 
secure  places.  This  leaves  a 
gap  in  the  market  for  the 
property-owning  elderly  with 
means. 

In  1976,  the  Government 
published  a consultation  pa- 
per on  housing  for  old  people 
which  drew  attention  to  the 
dearth  of  sheltered  housing. 

Mr  John  McCarthy  and  Mr 
William  Stone,  who  had  had 
previous  experience  as  local 
speculative  builders,  made  a 
chance  response  to  the  docu- 
ment, which  has  had  for- 
reaching  consequences  both 
for  their  company  and  the 
industry. 

They  had  a site  in . New 
Milton,  Hampshire,  which 
was  too  small  to  be  developed 
profitably  in  a more  con- 
ventional way  and,  aware  of 
tire  many  retired  people  on  the 
south  coast,  they  built  a block 
of  leasehold  sheltered  units.  . 

They  chose  to  retain  the 
freehold  and  manage  the  com- 
pleted project  themselves.  De-

homes  are  con- 
siderably higher  than  those 
earned  by  traditional  house 
teifldera.*Although  lower  now 
than  in  the  early  heady  days, 
operating  margins  are  about 
24  per  cent  Land  baying  is  a 
key  to  this  success,  as  is  the 
group's,  modular  building 
programme. 

Now  that  the  potential  of 
sheltered  housing  sites  is  more 


widely  appreciated,  it  is  hard 
for  McCarthy  & Stone  to  buy 
at  sensible  prices.  The  com- 
pany's reputation  and  experi- 
ence often  puts  it  ahead  of  the 
competition  but  the  land- 
buying  programme  was  kept 
m check  tost  year,  reflecting 
the  high  asking  prices.

Three  sets  of  uncertainties 
now  face  the  gilt-edged  mar- 
ket The  first  — the  shape  of 
fiscal  policy  — will  be  deared 
up  by  tomorrow’s  Budget 
This  may  shed  some  light 
also  ou  the  second  area  of 
uncertainty,  the  timing  of  the 
general  election.  The  resolu- 
tion of  the  third  - the  arcane 
question  of  currency  volatil- 
ity — will  not  take  place  until 
the  direction  of  the  dollar  can 
be  seen  more  easily. 

This  means  that  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  call  ibe  shots  in  gilts  at 
the  moment  Much  of  the 
news  is  bullish  but  simply 
meets  expectations  that  have 
been  around  for  some  time. 

While  it  was  not  too  diffi- 
cult to  call  the  tune  in  the 
market  tost'  November  when 
public  finances  were  improv- 
ing sharply,  the  opinion  polls 
were  going  the  Government's 
way,  the  exchange  rate  had 
fallen  to  a competitive  level, 
and  the  10-year  gilt  yield 
spread  versus  US  Treasuries 
had  risen  to  a mammoth  424 
basis  points,  further  progress 
will  represent  good  news 
rather  than  the  correction  of  a 
former  undervaluation. 

Surprisingly,  there  is  still 
no  strong  consensus  about 
the  precise  shape  of  to- 
morrow's Budget  There  is 
general  agreement  that  the 
Chancellor  has  between  £4 
billion  and  £5  billion  in 
“fiscal  adjustment”,  to  be 
taken  in  a combination  of  tax 
cuts  and  lower  borrowing.

directions  for  the  market,  and 
expectations  about  yield  lev- 
els should  be  clustered  to- 
gether. A tight  Budget  will  cut 
funding  but  raise  political 
risk,  while  a loose  Budget  will 
increase  new  supply  but  re- 
duce at  least  the  time  frame  of 
political  risk.  On  this  reason- 
ing, the  market  probably  has 
nowhere  to  go.  irrespective  of 
another  half-point  off  base 
rates. 

I believe  the  market  will 
see  a relatively  tight  Budget 
as  a sign  that  the  Gov- 
ernment is  preparing  for  a 
June  election.

Conversely,  big  tax  cuts 
and  no  more  than  a nominal 
reduction  in  the  PSBR  target 
ought  to  be  taken  as  a sign 
that  the  Government  is  not 
yet  confident  of  its  standing.

The 
rationale  is  simply  that,  if  the 
risk  of  currency  loss  is  re- 
duced, investors  chase  yield. 

A further  narrowing  of 
short-term  interest  rate  diff- 
erentials and  bond  yield 
spreads  will  inevitably  follow 
an  extended  period  of  cur- 
rency stability;  irrespective  of 
the  thorny  question  of  EMS 
participation,  this  implies 
lower  British  interest  rates. 

Yet  the  question  remains: 
will  volatility  stay  so  low?  If 
the  dollar's  slide  resumes, 
international  investors  are 
likely  to  focus  once  more  on 
the  mark  and  yen,  the  tra- 
ditional low-yield,  low-risk 
currencies.  Higher  yielding 
currencies,  including  sterling, 
will  then  fall  out  of  favour; 
suddenly,  playing  the  sterling 
markets  could  be  yesterday’s 
game  and  we  will  begin  to 
talk  of  higher  interest  rates.

COMMENT 


Bodies  seen  through 
smoke  of  Big  Bang 


Long  before  the  formal  Stock 
Exchange  revolution  last  October, 
conventional  wisdom  held  that  all 
this  new  competition  could  not  last, 
ambitious  outsiders  would  have  their 
fingers  burnt  and  only  the  fit  - or  those 
with  the  longest  pockets  — would 
survive.  The  first  big  casualty  has 
emerged  after  five  months. 

Midland  Bank's  Green  well  Montagu 
has  withdrawn  from  making  markets  in 
shares  after  running  up  losses  of  £6 
million  at  an  accelerating  pace.  It  will 
also  have  to  write  off  overheads  of 
perhaps  £4  million. 

This  does  not  quite  fit  the  predictions. 
The  enthusiasm  of  bank  and  foreign- 
conirolfed  firms  for  setting  up  as 
primary  dealers  in  government  stocks 
produced  the  most  clearcut  overcapac- 
ity — in  the  very  market  where 
institutional  investors  aimed  to  cut  the 
costs  of  dealing  most  dramatically.  The 
potential  for  running  up  large  losses  is 
alarming. 

In  equities,  success  or  failure  need  not 
be  so  dramatic.  Last  week,  Robert 
Fleming  and  Barclays  de  Zoete  Wedd 
both  withdrew  from  individual  share 
sectors.  But  Citicorp’s  Scrimgeour 
Vickers  aims  to  take  on  some  of  the 
people  displaced  by  Midland.  Such 
retreats  and  advances  should  be  almost 
routine  as  competition  evolves. 

Competition  is,  however,  as  strong  in 
equities  as  in  gilt-edged.  Last  October, 
31  firms  started  making  markets  in 
equities  compared  with  thirteen  job- 
bers, eight  small  or  specialized,  under 
the  old  system. 

Midland  does  not  seem  to  have  read 
this  situation  loo  brilliantly.  Greenwell, 
the  broker  it  bought,  had  a big  gilt-edged 
business,  ideal  for  converting  into  a 
primary  dealership,  but  its  reputation  in 
the  equity  market  was  based  on  special- 
ized research.  Midland  did  not  (like 
Barclays  or  Natwest)  buy  an  existing 
jobber  and  so  had  to  start  from  scratch. 

Yet  it  made  a market  in  400  shares 
and  went  all  out  for  volume,  by  cutting 
its  spread  between  bid  and  offer  prices 
into  the  marrow.  The  Bank  notes  that 
the  best  spread  on  small  quantities  of 
the  biggest  alpha  stocks  fell  after  Big 
Bang  from  about  0.8  to  0.6  per  cent  on 
average  “concealing  a range  from  as  low 
as  zero  in  a small  number  of  cases  to 
about  1.5  per  cent”.  Greenwell  was  at 
the  lower  end. 

Clearing  bank  ambitions  aside,  it 
might  have  been  more  sensible  to 
remain  as  a agency  broker  in  shares  —as 
Greenwell  Montagu  now  intends  to  do. 
Even  so.  Midland  might  have  been 
expected  to  back  its  strategy  with  a 
deeper  pocket  than  most-  But  dealing  in 
gilt-edged,  where  Greenwell  is  doing 
well,  fits  in  much  better  with  a bank’s 
culture  than  making  books  in  hundreds 
of  different  shares.  Given  that  Midland 
needs  maximum  profits  to  boost  the 
weakest  equity  base  of  the  big  four,  its 
incoming  chairman,.  Sir  Christopher 
“Kit”  McMahon,  could  readily  identify 
equity  market-making  as  a disposable 
fringe  activity  — and  potentially  big 
liability  if  prices  turned  sour. 

Midland's  early  action  may  well 
release  others  from  the  need  to  save  face 


and  stick  losses  in  either  the  gilt-edged 
or  equity  markets.  But  would  a shakeout 
undo  the  benefits  of  Big  Bang  to  the 
Stock  Exchange's  customers?  The  Bank 
study  paimeda  rosy  picture  of  greater 
liquidity,  smaller  spreads  (especially  in 
second-line  stocks)  and  lower  commis- 
sions. 

The  cost  benefits  were  always  going  to 
be  overwhelmingly  for  institutions  buy- 
ing and  selling  big  blocks  of  shares  or 
gilt-edged.  Costs  in  the  gilt-edged  mar- 
ket were  held  up  artificially  by  the  old 
restrictive  practices  that  will  not  be  seen 
again  however  many  quit.  In  equities, 
lower  transaction  costs  have  come  in 
three  ways:  the  Government  cut  stamp 
duty;  commission  has  been  saved  by 
cutting  out  the  agency  broker  to  deal 
direct  or  negotiating  low  fees;  spreads 
have  been  squeezed  by  competition 
among  market-makers.  In  practice, 
narrower  spreads  between  buying  and 
selling  prices  have  had  the  least  impact 
of  the  three  on  large  deals,  even  in 
second  line  stocks. 

Any  threat  to  costs  savings  depends 
on  how  excess  capacity  is  sorted  out. 
This  process  will  most  likely  lead  to 
greater  specialization  in  the  equity 
market  rather  than  total  withdrawal. 
The  Midland  is  withdrawing  its  remain- 
ing capital.  Other  market-makers 
squeezed  in  the  alpha  list  have  already 
put  more  emphasis  on  medium-sized 
companies,  improving  competition 
there. 

And  the  integration  of  markets  has 
improved  both  liquidity  and  standards 
for  trading  in  the  smallest  companies 
(most  of  interest  to  the  private  investor) 
that  might  otherwise  have  been  con- 
fined to  the  bucket  shop.  Specialization 
in  marketmakmg  will  help  to  revive  the 
role  of  broker/agents,  which  have  now 
an  additional  keen  competitor  in  the 
Midland. 

The  uncomfortable  feet  remains 
that  something  has  to  give  in  the 
securities  markets.  Investment  in 
advanced  technology  has  multiplied, 
rent  costs  of  new  dealing  rooms  have 
soared  arid,  at  the  sharp  end,  pay  has 
been  dramatically  inflated,  as  may  be 
judged  from  the  mansions  and  luxury 
cars  inevitably  pictured  when  anyone 
gets  into  trouble. 

Since  commissions  and  trading  mar- 
gins have  been  squeezed,  these  extra 
costs  must  be  paid  for  by  either  much 
higher  turnover  or  big  job  cuts.  Turn- 
over has  certainly  risen  sharply  (only 
partly  due  to  booming  share  prices).  As 
campaigners  against  the  remaining 
stamp  duty  will  remind  the  Chancellor, 
however,  London  stocks  still  turn  over 
more  slowly  than  those  in  other  leading 
centres.  On  the  calculations  of  Morgan 
Stanley  Capital  International  for  1986 
(almost  all  before  Big  Bang)  the  London 
market  turned  over  a third  of  the  total 
market  value  of  its  stocks,  while  Tokyo, 
the  German  exchange  and  New  York 
turned  over  nearly  two  thirds. 

The  scope  is  there  to  pay  for  the 
gleaming  new  City.  The  drive  to  keep 
luxury  life  styles  provides  the  incentive.

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Big  markets  in  Russia 
wait  for  UK  exports

Business  worth  millions  of 
pounds  of  British  exports  to 
Russia,  channelled  through 
Finland,  is  waiting  to  be 
tapped. 

This  emerges  from  the  re- 
cent accord  between  British 
industrial  leaders  and  the 
Soviet  officials.  And  Finnish 
officials  and  industrialists  be- 
lieve that  Britain  should  take 
advantage  of  the  Finns'  long- 
standing and  close  ties  with 
. Russia. 

The  accord  hammered  at  a 
conference  in  London,  at- 
tended by  150  British  com- 
panies, Finnish  industry 
representatives  and  Russian 
observers,  highlights  Fin- 
land's unique  role  in  fostering 
the  boom  in  the  West’s  trade 
with  Russia  as  a result  of  the 
Gorbachev  economic  reforms. 

Lord  JeUicoe,  chairman  of 
the  East  European  Trade 
Council  and  also  of  the  Davy 
Corporation,  said  that  tbe 
Anglo-Soviet  accordhad  made 

clear  tbe  considerable  op- 
portunities that  existed  for 
Britian  in  the  Soviet  market, 
particularly  in  chemicals, 
electronics,  information  tech- 
nology, automated  control 
systems,  modernization  and 
plant  refiirbishmenl  and  the 
entire  agricultural  business 
sector. 

‘‘Given  the  will,  effort  and 
persistence  there  is  no  reason 
why  the  UK  should  continue 
humbly  to  stand  sixth  or 
seventh  among  the  Soviet 


Lord  JeUicoe:  urges  use  of

Union's  trading  partners,"  he 
said. 

Lord  JeUicoe  said  also  that 
Finland  occupied  a special 
position  among  free  nations 
trading  with  the  Soviet  Union 
and  past  experience  had 
shown  that  Anglo-Fmnish 
commercial  marriages  worked 
well. 

There  had  been  remarkable 
stability  in  post-war  Soviet- 
Finnish  relations  compatible 
with  Finnish  democracy. 

The  Finns  have  completed 
1 00  projects  in  Russia  worth  a 
total  of  £4  billion,  compared 
with  total  British  exports  io 
the  Soviet  Union  last  year  of 
£554  million. 

A leading  Finnish  indus- 
trialist, Mr  Risto  Kangas- 
Ikkala,  president  of  the  Finn- 
Stroi  construction  group,  said 
that  work  by  by  Finland 
included  pulp  and  paper  mills, 
hotel  projects  in  Moscow  and 
Leningrad,  an  eye  clinic 


project  in  1 2 cities  and  a video 
recorder  factory. 

Most  other  European  con- 
tracts had  been  shared  among 
Austria,  Italy  and  Yugoslavia, 
with  tbe  Italians  winning  large 
turnkey  projects. 

The  Russians  were  planning 
to  raise  modernization  invest- 
ment from  35  per  cent  to  50 
per  cent  in  construction  work 
by  (990,  and  investment  in 
Western  machinery  and  pro- 
cess technology  would  be 
worth  several  hundred  million 
pounds  a year. 

There  were  up  to  300,000 
incomplete  projects  in  the 
Soviet  Union  offering  op- 
portunities for  the  sale  of 
project  management  services 
by  the  West. 

In  cooperation  with  Euro- 
pean suppliers  Finland  had 
already  built  new  harbours, 
tbe  Moscow  air  cargo  termi- 
nal, a shoe  factory  and  a 
wallpaper  factory,  and  a £10 
million  men's  suits  factory 
built  with  French  col- 
laboration. 

"The  Soviet  programme  to 
upgrade  industrial  and  other 
production  will  require  inten- 
sive construction  projects 
where  Western  process  tech- 
nology is  required  and  produc- 
tion has  to  be  brought  on- 
stream as  quickly  as  possible." 

Trade  between  Finland  and 
Russia  is  covered  by  five-year

No  attack 
planned 
by  brewers

British  brewers  were  cau- 
tious at  the  weekend  about 
stepping  in  where  West  Ger- 
man beer  laws  yielded  last 
week. 

Tbe  European  Court  of 
Justice  ruled  on  Thursday  that 
the  471-year-old  West  Ger- 
man laws  governing  the  con- 
tent of  beer  sold  in  the  country 
conflicted  with  EEC  free  trade 
principles. 

British  brewers,  however, 
see  greater  export  possibilities 
in  the  southern  EEC  countries 
such  as  Italy  and  Spain. 

They  expect  the  ruling ! 
against  the  German  laws  to, 
override  similar  restrictions  on 
beer  content  in  Greece,  open- 
ing up  another  potential  south- 
ern market,  although  on  a 
smaller  scale. 

There  is,  however,  optimism 
that  Britain’s  share  of  West 
German  beer  consumption,  the 
highest  in  Europe  at  255  pints 
per  head  a year,  will  increase. 
About  25,000  barrels  of  Brit- 
ish beer  are  exported  to  Ger- 
many, compared  with  about 
600,000  barrels  imported  by 
Britain  from  Germany. 

A spokesman  for  Allied 
Breweries,  part  of  the  Allied 
Lyons  group,  which  holds  the 
licence  to  brew  the  German 
LOwenbrau  brand  here,  said: 
“I  don't  think  we  are  setting 
out  to  take  on  the  German 
market  in  a big  way.” 

Guinness  and  Bass,  both  of 
which  export  beers  to  Ger- 
many, expect  increased  sales 
there.

Where  a solicitor  gave  an 
undertaking  on  behalf  of  his 
diem  during  the  course  of 
proceedings  and  subsequently 
the  undertaking  became  impos- 
sible of  performance  the  solic- 
itor could  not  realistically  be 
expected  to  cany  it  out.  If  the 
court  had  evidence  of  impos- 
sibility it  would  not  make  an 
order. 

On  non-performance  of  a 
sol  iciior’s  undertaking  tbe 
court,  in  exercise  of  its  inherent 
supervisory  jurisdiction  over 
solicitors,  could  exercise  its 
compensatory  jurisdiction.  Al- 
though the  jurisdiction  was 
compensatory  and  not  punitive 
it  retained  a disciplinary  slant. 

Tbe  Court  of  Appeal  so  held 
in  a reserved  judgment  allowed 
an  appeal  by  Mr  Richard  Oxley 
Whiting,  a solicitor,  acting  for 
Capri  Lighting  Ltd,  the  defen- 
dant in  the  action  by  the 
plaintiff,  Mr  Robert  Alan  UdaU 
(trading  as  UdaU  Sheet  Metal 
and  Co),  from  an  order  dated 
December  11,  1985,  of  Sir  Neil 
Lawson,  sitting  as  a judge  of  the 
Queen's  Bench  Division  of  the 
High  Court. 

Tbe  judge  ordered  that  Mr 
Whiting  should  cany  out  his 
undertaking  given  in  the  course 
of  the  proceedings  that  the 
directors  of  the  defendant  would 
give  second  charges  on  their 
personal  properties  to  meet  the 
defendants*  liability  towards  Mr 
UdaU. 

Tbe  court  also  allowed  Mr 
U da  Li's  cross-appeal  seeking,  in- 
ter alia,  an  ordCT  for  compensa- 
tion in  making  good  all  losses 
occasioned  by  Mr  Whiting's 
breach  of  duty  to  perform  his 
undertaking.

BALCOMBE  said  that  on  evi-' 
jdenoeput  in  since  the  judgment 
I below  the  undertaking  had  be- 
come impossible  of  perfor- 
mance.

any  order  in  vain:  Sew  Bruns- 
wick etc  Co  v Muggeridge

and  applied  by  Sir  Robert 
Megarry,  Vice-Chancellor,  in 
Tito  r Waddell  (So  2)  ( 1 977]  Ch 
106,  326). 

There  was  the  further  point 
that  disobedience  of  the  court's 1 
order  was  a contempt,  and' 
contempt  was  punishable  with 
imprisonment  It  was  unthink- 
able that  a court  should  put  a 
man  at  risk  of  imprisonment  by . 
making  an  order  which  it  knew. ' 
at  the  time  of  making  the  order, 
was  impossible  of  performance. 

With  regard  to  the  question  of 
compensation  for  breach  of  the 
udeitalung.  there  were  three 
ways  a party  could  proceed 
against  a solicitor 

1 By  an  action  at  law,  if  there 
was  a cause  of  action; 

2 By  an  application  to  the  court 
to  exercise  its  inherent  super- 
visory jurisdiction;  or 

3 By  an  application  to  the  Law 
Society. 

It  was  tbe  second  with  which 
the  instant  case  was  concerned. 

The  nature  of  the  jurisdiction 
was  explained  by  Lord  Wright 
in  Myers  v Elman  ([1940]  AC 
282.  319).  h was  not  merely 
punitive  but  compensatory.  It 
still  retained  a disciplinary  slant 
and  was  only  available  where 
the  conduct  of  tbe  solicitor  was 
inexcusable  and  such  as  to  merit 
reproof;  R.  and  T.  Thew  Ltd  v 
Rents  (So  2)  ([1982]  QB  1283. 
1286). 

If  the  misconduct  of  the 
solicitor  led  to  a person  suffering 
loss,  then  tbe  court  had  power  to 
order  the  solicitor  10  make  good 
the  loss  occasioned  by  his 
breach  of  duty:  Marsh  v Joseph 
([1897]  1 Ch213.  244-245). 

Failure  to  implement  a 
solicitor's  undertaking  was 
prima  fade  to  be  regarded  as 
misconduct  on  his  pan  and  that 
was  so  even  though  he  had  not 
been  guilty  of  dishonourable 
conduct:  United  Mining  and 
Finance  Corporation  Ltd  v Be-. 
cfcrt-m9l0]  2 KB  296.  301)  and 
John  rar  v Bannister  King  and 
Rigbey  (unreported.  CA, 
December  19.  1986,  Supreme 

Court  Library  Transcript  No 
1158). 

However,  exceptionally,  the 
solicitor  might  be  able  to  give  an 


explanation  for  his  failure  *0 

honour  his  undertaking  which 

might  enable  the  court  to  say 
that  there  had  been  no  miscon- 
duct in  the  particular  case:  see 
Fax’s  case. 

Neither  the  fact  that  the 
undertaking  was  that  a third 
partv  should  do  an  act.  nor  the 
fact  that  the  solicitor  might  have 
a defence  to  an  action  at  law 
precluded  the  court  from 
exercising  its  supervisory  juris- 
diction. 

The  summary  jurisdiction  in- 
volved a discretion  as  to  the 
relief  to  be  granted.  In  the  case 
of  an  undertaking,  where  there 
was  no  evidence  that  it  was 
impossible  to  perform,  the  order 
would  usually  be  to  require  the 
solicitor  to  do  that  which  he  had 
undertaken  to  do:  In  re  a 
Solicitor  (\  1966]  1 WLR  1604). 

Where  it  was  inappropriate 
for  the  court  to  make  an  order 
requiring  the  solicitor  to  per- 
form his  undertaking,  for  exam- 
ple, on  the  ground  _ of 
impossibility,  the  court  might 
exercise  its  power  to  order  the 
solicitor  to  compensate  a person 
who  had  suffered  loss  in  con- 
sequence of  his  failure  to  im- 
plement his  undertaking:  see 
Fox's  case. 

It  followed  that  the  judge  was 
wrong  in  thinking  that  be  would 
have  no  jurisdiction  to  make 
any  order  other  than  an  order 
that  the  undertaking  be  per- 
formed. The  matter  ought  10  be 
remitted  to  the  court  below  for 
consideration  whether  to  make 
an  order  requiring  Mr  Whiting 
to  pay  compensation  to  Mr 
UdalL 

In  deciding  whether  or  not  to 
exercise  its  discretion  the  court 
would  have  to  take  into  account 
(a)  whether  Mr  Whiting's  action 
in  giving  his  undertaking  and 
then  failing  to  implement  11  was 
conduct  of  such  a nature  as  to 
justify  the  exercise  of  the  dis- 
cretion; and  (b),  depending  on 
the  answer  to  (a)  whether  Mr 
Udall  could  show  that  he  had 
suffered  loss  in  consequence  of 
his  not  having  had  the  benefit  of 
the  second  charges.

Universal  Petroleum  Co  Ltd  v 
Handels  and  Transport 
Gesefischaft  mbH 
Before  Lord  Justice  Kctt  and 
Lord  Justice  Nourse 
[Judgment  February  17] 

The  reason  for  the  abolition 
by  section  1(1)  of  the  Arbitra- 
tion Act  1979  of  appeals  and 
remissions  for  errors  on  the  face 
of  the  award  in  an  arbitration 
was  that  that  was  a necessary 
pan  of  the  new  system  of  filtered 
appeals  from  reasoned  awards 
which  was  introduced  by  section 
1(2),  (3),  (4)  and  (5)l  It  was  in  no 
way  intended  to  widen  the 
jurisdiction  to  set  aside  or  remit. 

The  Court  of  Appeal,  in  a 
reserved  judgment,  allowed  an 
appeal  by  respondents  in  an 
arbitration.  Universal  Petro- 
leum Co  Ltd  (in  liquidation), 
from  an  order  of  Mr  Justice 
Webster  in  chambers  in  the 
Commercial  Court  dated  May 
21.  1986. 

The  judge  ordered  that  the 
claimants  in  the  arbitration, 
Handels  und  Transport  Gesell- 
sebaft  mbH.  should  have  leave, 
pursuant  to  section  1(5)  of  tbe 
1979  Act,  to  apply  for  an  order 
that  the  arbitrator,  Mr  Bruce 
Reynolds,  should  state  timber 
reasons  for  his  award  dated 
February  11, 1 986.  in  an  arbitra- 
tion between  the  parties.

The  arbitrator 
dismissed  Handels'  claim.  The 
judge  made  the  order  in  ques- 
tion on  Handels'  application. 

In  the  court's  view  Handels' 
application  for  remission  for 
further  reasons  by  the  arbitrator 
to  justify  his  findings  in  the 
award  was  wrong  in  principle 
and  should  have  been  rejected 
out  of  hand. 

Under  section  1(2)  appeals 
were  only  permitted  on  any 
question  of  law  arising  out  of  an 
award.  “Question  of  law”  in 
section  1(4)  had  that  same 
meaning.  The  question  of  law 
must  arise  out  of  the  award  not 
out  of  the  arbitration. 


order  the  arbitrator  to  state  the 
reasons  for  his  award  in  suf- 
ficient detail  to  enable  die  court 
to  consider  any  question  oflaw 
arising  out  of  the  award. 

There  was  no  warrant  for  any 
order  under  that  provision  un- 
less it  was  apparent  that  there 
were  no  reasons,  or  in- 
sufficiently detailed  reasons,  to 
enable  the  court  to  consider  a 
question  oflaw  arising  out  of  the 
award.  In  the  present  case  there 
was  no  material  uncertainty  or 
ambiguity  which  arose  out  of 
the  award. 

Such  an  allegation  could  only 
rest  on  the  extrinsic  matters  of 
which  the  judge  was  told.  But 
they  were  inadmissible  and 
irrelevant  for  the  purpose  of  the 
exercise  of  any  jurisdiction 
under  section  I of  the  1979  AcL 

That  was  the  conclusion  the 
court  would  reach  in  the  absence 
of  any  authority.  But  in  the 
court’s  view  they  were  in  any 
event  bound  by  the  judgment 
delivered  by  Lord  Justice  Rob- 
ert Goff  in  The  Barenbds 
([1985]  1 Lloyds’  Rep  528).

Self  employment  isn't  necessarily  only 
about  making  money.  It  can  also  be  a 
way  to  achieve  job  satisfaction  by  doing 
something  you  passionately  believe  in. 
Nobody  exemplifies  that  better  than  Tim 
Seward,  an  English  teacher  who  now 
spends  much  of  the  year  as  an  actor- 
manager.  He  has  formed  a company, 
Cambridge  Syndicate  Players,  which  is 
bringing  an  entirely  new  approach  to 
teaching  set  texts  in  schools. 

The  company  consists  oi  at  present, 
seven  professional  actors  who  put  on 
one-day  performances  in  secondary 
schools  — mainly  plays,  though  they 
have  also  undertaken  dramatizations  of 
other  set  books  such  as  Jinn*  Eyre  and  are 
currently  working  on  Great  Expecta- 
tions, which  they  hope  to  do  in  the 
Dickensian  setting  of  the  Inner  Temple, 
where  Pip  had  rooms.  But  they  differ 
radically  from  touring  theatre  companies 
in  that  the  professionals  are  only  the  core 
cast  The  other  roles  are  taken  by  the 
pupils  from  the  schools  who  book  them. 

The  schools  are  also  responsible  for 
casting  well  before  the  Players  arrive. 
“You  get  participation  and  involvement 
even  at  that  stage.  The  kids  are  thinking 
about  the  characters  as  they  read  the  text 
- how  they  relate  to  the  personalities  of 
actual  people  in  the  class.” 

Participation  in  the  text  is  the  key  to 
Seward's  approach.  Even  the  crowd  are 
involved,  and  in  the  teachers’  notes  that 
he  supplies  beforehand,  he  invites 
discussion  on  the  issues  raised  by  the 
play.  For  instance  the  watchmen  in

Studying  the  plays  from  the 
participants’  different  points  of  view 
brings  out  all  lands  of  other  maierial 
"You  can  even  get  business  letters  oat  of 
the  power  politics  that  emerge  in 
Shakespeare,”  Seward  maintains.  He  is 
concerned  with  establishing  the  value  of 
literature  at  a paint  where  he  feels  its 
place  in  the  curriculum  is  being  threat- 
ened fay  more  “relevant”  subjects. 

The  fact  that  other  English  teachers  are 
in  sympathy  with  his  views  is  shown  by 
the  feet  that  a recent  mailing  to 
secondary  schools  taking  the  Cambridge 
Syllabus  brought  bookings  from  all  over 
I the  southern  half  of  England  and  as  far 
north  as  Wakefield. 

So  why  does  he  stiD  have  to  spend  two 
days  a week  supply  teaching?  Cambridge 
Syllabus  Players  charge  a minimum  of 
£350  a day;  £2.50  for  each  pupil  actually 
taking  pan  and  £130  per  spectator.  But 
that  only  brings  in  enough  money  to 
keep  the  company  on  tire  road  for  about 
eight  weeks  in  the  year  — and  Tim  and 


his  professional  actors  all  earn  less  from 
it  than  the  Equity  minimum  of  £135  per 
week. 

The  trouble  is  that  costs  are  high,  even 
though  everything  is  done  on  a shoe- 
string — for  instance,  tire  costumes  which 
they  bring  with  them  are  Army  surplus 
fatigues.  “They  have  the  advantage  of 
looking  tuneless  and  the  sizes  are  pretty 
tolerant  too,”  says  Seward. 

He  and  his  company  stay  in  cheaper 
bed  and  breakfast  accommodation  and 
they  hire  a van  when  they  need  it  rather 
than  owning  one.  Their  standard  £400 
set  can  be  fitted  in  betide  the  seven 
players.  But  underpinning  the  eight 
weeks  when  the  company  is  earning  is  a 
very  considerable  load  of  administra- 
tion, promotion  and  preparing  the  back- 
up teaching  materials  which  go  out  to 
schools  onoe  the  booking  is  confirmed. 
On  lop  of  that  there  are  their  own 
rehearsals. 

In  the  straightforward  commercial 
world  the  remedy  would  be  to  charge 
more,  once  you  have  established,  as  Tim 
has  done,  that  you  are  offering  a unique 
service  for  which  there  is  a dear  demand. 
But  at  present  levels  of  government 
spending  on  education,  he  feels  that  this 
course  is  not  open  to  him.  The  answer 
may  lie  in  getting  sponsorship  and  he 
went  to  Saatchi  & Saatchi  for  advice  on 
how  to  set  about  this.

AD  tire 
managers  have  io  do  then  is  to 
make  the  company  perform 
well  enough  to  pay  the  interest 
charges,  and  eventually  repay 
the  capital 

Some  don't  make  ft.  Ac- 
cording to  CMBR,  around  one 
in  10  MBQs  end  up  in  the 
bankruptcy  court,  which  is  a 
favourable  record  compared 
to  the  one4n-three  failure  rate 
among  straight  start-up  situ- 
ations. 

The  ambition  of  many  man- 
agers, and  most  of  their  finan- 
cial sponsors,  is  for  tire 
companies  to  replace  debt 
with  equity  by  fluting  off  on 
the  stock  market  Around  100 
have  done  so,  either  through  a 
full  listing  on  the  Stock  Ex- 
change, or  on  the  Unlisted 
Securities  Market  or  over-the- 
counter  market 

These  have  included  com- 
panies of  the  size  of  VSEL,  the 
fanner  Vickers  Shipbuilding 
and  Engineering  company, 
winch  was  pri  vatized  through 
a sale  to  its  employees  early 
last  year,  and  was  successfully 
floated  off  in  July  and  now 
ctMTunaiui*  a.  stock  market 
capitalization  of  £105  million. 

Mecca  Leisure,  sold  to  its 
management  by  Grand  Met- 
ropolitan in  1985,  was  floated 
as  a fully  fisted  company  last 
year  and  is  now  worth  £143 
million. 

It  can  even  work  in  reverse. 
Gomme  Holdings,  the  G-Plan 
furniture  group  ceased  to  be  a 
public  company  fast  year 
following  a takeover  by  its 
management 

The  introduction  of  the

One  of 
his  sponsors,  Spicer  & Pegler, 
has  estimated  that  there  win 
be  around  £5  billion  available 
far  MBOs  this  year. 

Whether  there  are  enough 
Suitable  propositions  to  take 
up  a fraction  of  this  amount 
can  be  questioned.  Finding  the 
right  combination  of  wonting 
assets  and  talented  manage- 
ment is  never  easy. 

Dr  Wright  does  not  agree 
with  the  view  held  in  some 
parlours  that  the  market  is 
now  tody  to  take  a breather, 
but  points  out  that  the  appar- 
ently changed  attitude  to  take- 
over bids  could  reduce 
expectations  of  vendors  who 
may  no  longer  be  able  to  find 
competitive  offers  to  a sug- 
gested MBO. 

Even  if  there  is  a slackening 
of  activity  in  the  UK,  the 
expertise  gained  can  now  be 
exported.  Enthusiasm  for 
MBOs  is  beginning  to  spread 
to  Europe. 

According  to  Dr  Wright, 
there  has  been  growing  activ- 
ity in  Holland  and  Fiance  and 
signs  of  movement  in  Ger- 
many. While  the  local  institu- 
tions have  been  largely 
responsible  for  arranging  the 
finance,  UK  money  men  are 
looking  hard  at  Europe.

The  11-plus  failure  ^ 
who  makes  millions  i 


Back  In  1981  when  Bernard 
Holmes,  then  aged  38,  was 
headhunting  to  do  a turn- 
around job  at  Stkock  and 
Cofling,  the  car-transporter 
subsidiary  of  Sears,  he  sus- 
pected that  one  day  there 
might  well  be  an  opportunity 
for  a management  boyont 

The  business  was  profitable 
but  ft  had  been  losing  market 
! shares,  and  there  were  signs  it 
was  heading  for  losses.  As 
Managing  director,  he  devised 
a business  plan  based  on  the 
idea  of  eroding  a European 
car  transport  company  which 
would  reflect  the  European 
nature  of  the  car  industry. 

A detailed  strategy  was 
worked  onL  The  French  sub- 
sidiary was  to  be  extended  to 
serre  the  whole  country  and 
Spain  was  chosen  for  further 
significant  in  anti- 

ripatioa  of  its  joining  the 
Common  Market. 

The  only  problem  with  the 
plan  was  that  ft  called  for  an 
arrestment  of  about  £4  million 
at  a time  when  profits  were 
running  at  about  £1  maiiin»_ 
Sears  was  not  convinced  and 
said  it  was  not  prepared  to  put 
up  the  money. 

Mr  Holmes  says:  “I  think 
they  felt  uncomfortable  with 
farther  investment  in  France, 
and  certainly  in  Spain  which 
had  recently  changed  its  politi- 
cal complexion  and  was  not 


certain  to  join  the  EEC.” 

There  was  a clear  choice  for 
Mr  Holmes,  i said,  then 
either  I have  to  leave  the  group 
or  yon  have  to  sell  it  to  me.” 
Wftfain  a week  Sears  had  said 
yes  to  a buyout. 

That  was  1983,  before  buy- 
outs had  become  standard  text 
book  stuff.

school  In  Kent  to  win  a 
university  place.  He  has  also 
stndied  at  the  London  School 
of  Economics.  Later,  after  a 
year's  voluntary  service  in  the 
Sudan,  he  joined  tire  Ford 
Motor  Company  in  1967  and 
was  promoted  to  UK  traffic 
and  customs  manager. 

Mr  Holmes  taught  himself 
about  buyouts  by  visiting 
accoantancy  firms  mid  collect- 
ing leaflets.  Sears  offered  him 
£2  million  in  loans  and  then  a 
friend  from  Hong  Kong  put 
him  in  touch  with  the  Royal 
Bank  of  Scotland  whose  cor- 


Charter house  Bank.) 

The  new  company,  which 
changed  its  name  to  SOcock 
Express  Holding  and  is 
based  in  Bgrlrfiig,  Essex,  is  an 
example  of  how  a boyont  can 
transform  the  perforamce  of  a 
business. 

Mr  Holmes  implemented 
his  plan  to  Europeanize  the 
company,  and  pre-tax  profits 
are  now  running  at  £4  million 
on  a turnover  ot  £46  million.  It 
is  the  second  largest  car 
transporter  in  Britain,  the 
second  in  France,  and  already 
the  third  in  Spain. 

Although  he  is  proud  of 


being  a delegator,  Mr  Holmes 
says  he  has  never  before 
worked  so  hard,  with  a 12- 
faonr  day  and  more  than  one- 
third  offals  time  spent  abroad. 

“I  found  myself  in  a position 
where  1 had  a free  reign  with 
the  policies.  It  was  a mind- 
blowing  experience  to  realize 
that  I could  be  genuinely 

entrepreneurial.*' 

Anxious  to  reduce  the 
business's  complete  depen- 
dency on  the  vaguaries  of  the 
motor  industry,  Mr  Holmes 
has  set  np  his  own  seed  com 
finance  operation.  The  spare 
spare  at  the  Barking  head 
office  is  now  filled  by  a number 
of  small  start-up  operations  in 
which  Silcock  Express  has  an 
equity  holding  in  return  for 
accommodation  and  loans.  “It 
has  given  me  a great  deal  of 
pleasure,”  says  Mr  Holmes. 

So  far  there  are  four  small 
companies  ranging  from  a 
security  guard  business  to 
computer  software,  and  two 
are  already  profitable. 

For  tire  future,  Silcock  Ex- 
press plans  Anther  joint  ven- 
tures in  Spain  and  France  bat 
there  is  no  intention  to  seek  a 
stock  market  floatation.  “If  I 
wanted  to  make  a lot  of  money 
I would  take  the  company  to 
the  market  bat  I do  not  want 
the  pressure  of  external 
shareholders,”  he  says.

It  is  a risky  and  courageous 
step  for  any  manager  to  take, 
but  when  the  company  is 
protected  by  the  might  of 
Whitehall,  it  is  even  more  a 
journey  into  the  unknown. 

There  have  been  a number 
of  successful  buyouts  in  the 
state  sector  and  the  one  that 
captured  the  hearts  and  minds 
of  many  people  was  that  ofthe 
Vickers  and  Cammdl  Lain!

The  consortium,  which  in- 
cludes National  Camera  and 
Pickfoxtis,  now  has  21,030 
shareholders,  of  whom  more 
than  80  per  cent  are  employees 
and  their  families  or  company 
pensioners.  Banks  and  institu- 
tions hold  about  17  per  cent 
Now,  Sir  Peter  Thompson,  the 
chairman,  is  teen  to  persuade 
more  middle  managers  to 
become,  shareholders  and  to 
create  a “core  of  capitalists” .

, The  basic  recipe  is 

simple:  take  a company  dial  is 
underperforming  because  of 
bad  management,  organize  an 
ambitious  new  management 
team  with  a sound  alternative 
business  plan,  then  add  the 
financial  backing  of  a group  of 
venture  capital  funds  or  banks 
which  enables  the  new  team  to 
a quire  control. 

Next,  the  new  management 
makes  an  offer  and  the  exist- 
ing -shareholders  or  parent 
company  can  either  opt  to 
take  the  cash  and  get  out,  or 
accept  shares  and  stay  with  the 
firm  and  new  management 
The  incentive  for  the  new 
managers  is  a sizeable  stain  in 
the  company.  The  old  man- 
agers are  out  of  a job.  ■ 

This  scenario  is  one  which  a 
number  of  venture  capitalists 
expect  to  become  far  more 
commonplace  this  year.  Dr 
Hugh  de  Qucrvam,  managing 

director  of  Midland  Montagu 
Ventures,  says:  “It  is  almost  a 
market  reaction  to  a situation 
where  the  market  is  crowded. 
There  is  now  too  much  money 
around  chasing  too  few  worth- 
while buyout  opportunities.” 

So,  as  any  good  salesman 
knows,  the  answer  is  to  pro- 
duces new  product  aimed  at  a 
different  situation. 

The  target  for  a buy-in  can 
be  a quoted  company  but  is 
more  likely  to  be  a subsidiary 
of  a quoted  company,  a com- 
pany with  a foreign  parent,  or 
a private  company. 

Examples  of  successful  buy- 
ins  include  Woohvorths  in 
1982.  Meggitt  Holdings,  Mel- 
ville Technology, . Cullen’s, 
Barker  and  Dobson,  and  Cam- 
bridge Instruments  in  1979. 

More  recent  was  the  failed 
£200  million  buy-in  bid  by 
Valuedale  for  Simon  En- 
gineering.

losing  captain,  as  he  left  the 
field,  acknowledging  that  the 
better  team  on  the  day  had 
won. 

It  would  be  too  easy  to  say 
that  Leicester  won  because 
they  had  Les  Cusworth.  They 
won  because  they  closed  down 
the  Bristol  backs,  prevented 
them  linking  dangoously  with 
their  back  row  as  Bristol  rides 
have  done  so  effectively  for 
years;  because  Tebbutt 
worked  himself  into  the 
ground,  because  their  centres 
tackled  unmercifully,  and  be- 
cause they  had  the  experience 
to  do  the  simple  things  well 
and  to  pose  questions  of 
Bristol  in  defence  that  they 
could  not  answer. 

Cusworth,  at  32,  had  a 
marvellous  match.  His  tactical 
play,  and  that  of  Dodge, 
created  doubt  in  Bristol  ranks, 
particularly  for  Webb,  their 
full  back.  Make  no  mistake, 
Webb  is  a fine  player  who  will 
be  even  better  when  he  sits 
down  and  analyses  how 
Leicester  squeezed  him  into 
untenable  positions  on  the 
touchline  and  what  his  re- 
sponse should  be.

Newbridge  take  a

As  other  dubs  have  made  a 
full  frontal  assault  on  the  Welsh 
Cup,  and  grabbed  the  headlines 
while  doing  so,  Newbridge  have 
sneaked  up  on  the  blind  side 
and,  hey  presto,  have  found 
themselves  in  the  semi-finals  to 
be  played  a fortnight  hence.

Frost  and  Stewart 
strike  sparks 
to  burn  white  hot

Payne  Stewart  and  David 
Frost  turned  Saturday's  third 
round  in  the  Henz  Bay  Hill 
tournament  into  something  like 
match  play,  striking;  sparks  off 
each  other  as  (hey  forged  ahead. 
They  ended  as  ihe  leader  and 
runner-up  at  $4-holc  totals  of 
IW  and  200  respectively  U4 
and  13  under  par)  after  wonder- 
ful rounds  of  63  and  65. 

Curtis  Strange  and  Dan  Pohl 
finished  six  strokes  behind 
StcwarL  A formidable  trio  of 
champions.  Bernhard  Unger, 
Raymond  Floyd  and  Tommy 
Nakajima.  were  next  at  eight 
under,  along  with  Denis  Wat- 
son. of  South  Africa,  all  too  far 
back  to  win  unless  the  leaders 
both  collapsed  on  the  final 
round. 

Stewart  has  not  won  since 
1983  and  it  is  becoming  some- 
thing of  an  emotional  issue  with 
biro.  He  finished  second  to 
Sandy  Lyle  in  the  I9S5  Open  at 
Sandwich  and  bis  reputation 
over  here  is  that  of  "always  the 
best  man  and  never  the 
bridegroom”.  He  has  lost  three 
times  in  play-offs  in  the  last  four 
seasons  and  this  year  finished 
second  at  Pebble  Beach  and  in 
the  Honda  Classic  with  Longer, 
behind  Mark  Calcavccchia. 

Frost,  the  1986  South  African 
Open  champion,  now  living  in 
Dallas,  has  not  won  here  since 
1984.  but  he  has  made  steady- 
progress.  He  won  £120,476  last 


year,  losing  a play-off  to  Tom 
Kite  in  the  Western  Open. 

Frost  recalled  that  the  great 
Bobby  Locke,  who  has  just  died, 
told  him  never  to  look  at  the 
leader  board,  but  just  to  go 
ahead  and  play  the  best  he 
could.  "I  try  to  ao  that  but  it's 
very  difficult."  he  said. 

Lunger  challenged  but  could 
not  equal  the  leaders’  fierce  pace 
while  Ken  Brown  nearly  had  his 
best  round  ever  in  the  United 
States  before  bitting  an  over- 
ambitious  three  iron  into  the 
lake  and  dropping  two  shots  at 
the  18lh  with  a Six. 

Before  that  the  improving 
Scot  had  gone  out  in  34  with 
four  short  putts.  He  birdied  his 
first  three  boles,  and  went  to 
five  under  par.  A par  finish 
would  have  given  him  a card  of 
66. 

But  his  pitch  at  the  13th  spun 
off  into  the  lake  and  he  missed 
the  green  at  the  14ih.  three  shots 
lost  before  the  disaster  at  the 
last  Lyle  also  drove  and  putted 
well  for  69  while  Philip  Parkin's 
74  was  a good  effort  considering 
bis  nine  at  the  long  sixth,  where 
he  was  twice  in  water.

Freddy  George  emerged  from 
the  wilderness  on  Saturday 
when  he  won  the  Berkhamsled 
Trophy  for  the  second  time  in 
*hree  attempts. 

George  revealed  a renewed 
sense  of  purpose  with  his  rounds 
of  72  and  69  for  a one  under  par 
aggregate  of  141,  which  gave 
him  a four  shot  victory  from 
Steven  Bouomley  (71  and  74). 

The  21-year-old  from  Beac- 
onsfield  had  spent  ihe  previous 
week  practising  with  the  Eng- 
land team  in  Spain,  even  though 
his  disappointing  form  last  year 
meant  that  inevitably  he  would 
be  excluded  from  the  match 
against  Spain  in  May. 

What  George  will  hope  now  is 
that  victory  at  Berkhamsled 
begins  a more  rewarding  season 
and  one  in  which  he  reiums  to 
the  international  scene  in  the 
European  championships  and 
the  home  internationals. 

Five  years  ago  George's 
precocious  talent  put  him  along- 
side Peter  Baker  as  the  young 
players  most  likely  to  break 
through.  But  he  has  failed  to 
make  significant  ■ progress 
whereas  Baker  followed  his 
elevation  to  the  Walker  Cup 
team  by  making  a successful 
switch  to  the  professional  ranks 
last  summer.  George  insists  that 
he  will  remain  an  amateur  for 
another  two  seasons,  from 
which  it  can  be  assumed  that  his 
ambitions  include  attempting  to 
make  the  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  team  for  the  Walker  Cup 
in  1989. 


To  do  so  he  will  need  to 
improve  his  performances  in  the 
more  important  amateur 
events.  The  signs  are  good  if  the 
Berkhamsled  Trophy  can  be 
taken  as  a guide  because  George 
became  only  the  third  player  in 
The  history  of  the  event  to  better 
par  over  the  36  holes. 

In  truth  the  weather  has  rarely 
been  as  perfect  for  the  trophy  as 
it  was  on  Saturday  when  tbe 
skies  remained  dear  and  there 
was  only  a suggestion  of  a 
breeze.  George,  however,  still 
played  with  great  authority  from 
tee  to  green. 

On  the  greens,  George, 
employing  a new  pntter,  could 
not  be  faulted.  He  holed  two 
nice  putts  for  birdies  in  the 
morning  but  it  was  in  the 
afternoon  that  he  came  into  his 
own  as  he  sank  three  efforts  of 
between  IS  and  25  feet.  Then  on 
his  last  hole  came  a fining  coup 
de  grace  as  he  rolled  in  a pun  of 
fully  70  feei. 

Bouomley  feels  he  has  some- 
thing to  prove  after  being  omit- 
ted from  ihe  England  team  but 
he  could  not  maintain  his 
momentum  following  a 71  in 
the  morning  which  had  given 
him  the  lead.

Laing  goes  beetling 
after  the  big  money

Another  Mickey  Duff  boxer, 
Kirkland  Laing,  could  be  chas- 
ing big  money  before  the  year  is 
out.  Laing.  of  Nottingham,  who 
won  the  British  welterweight 
tide  by  stopping  Sylvester 
Miltcc,  of  Hackney,  on  Sat- 
urday. could  be  in  the  world 
rankings  before  long  and 

challenging  Mark  Breland,  of 
United  States,  the  World  Boxing 
Association  champion,  or  Lloyd 
Honeygban,  the  World  Boxing 
Council  and  International  Box- 
ingFederation  champion. 

Though  32-years  old,  Laing  is 
still  mentally  alert  enough  to 
pose  problems  for  the  two 
champions,  thanks  to  his  hit- 
and-run  style.  Only  two  men 
Stand  in  his  way  to  the  world 
rankings:  Rocky  Kelly,  of  Ac- 
ton, the  official  challenger  for 
the  British  title,  and  Jose 
Varella,  of  Germany,  the  Euro- 
pean champion,  and  neither 
should  worry  Laing. 

It  would  not  be  surprising  to 
see  Laing  in  tbe  world's  top  10 
after  his  defence  against  Kelly. 
For  as  Laing’s  chief  second,  who 
looks  after  him  wbcn.Duif  is  in 
the  United  States,  said:  “Laing’s 
win  over  Roberto  Duran  still 
means  something." 

If  Laing  were  to  reach  the 
ratings  Duff  who  also  manages 
Honeygban,  would  be  faced 
with  the  not  unpleasant  problem 
of  how  really  to  cash  in.

Bryan  McMahon  believes 
he  is  taking  the  guesswork  out 
of  training  racehorses  since 
the  arrival  in  his  Tam  worth 
of  a physiologist  named, 
jb  Farley. 

McMahon  insists,  for  in- 
stance, that  be  will  know 
precisely  whether  Cashew 
King,  one  of  the  biggest  ante- 
post  gambles  for  Thursday's 
Triumph  Hurdle,  will  run  up 
to  his  best  in  the  race,  even 
before  be  steps  onto  the 
Cheltenham  Course.  . 

The  innovative  and  am- 
bitious McMahon  is  placing 
ever-more  faith  in  the  meth- 
ods of  Farley,  a former  Lough- 
borough College  lecturer  who 
has  trained  various  inter- 
national athletes  and  is  now 
applying  the  same  principles, 
to  racehorses. 

McMahon  explains: . “The 
essence  of  Bob’s  techniq  ue  is  a 
regular  monitoring  of  the 
horse's  heartbeat  Through 
this,  we  get  the  most  accurate 
guide  available  as  to  whether 
each  horse  is  fully  fit.

“This  method  does  not.  of 
course,  put  any  new  talent  into 
a house  but  it  talus  the 
mystery  out  of  training.  I 
should  always  know  now 
when  a horse  is  ready  to  do 
himself  justice  and  if  one  does 
not  run  up  to  scratch  I can  no 
longer  use  the  excuse  that  he 
must  be  wrong,  because  I 
should  have  known  that  be- 
fore the  race." 

Farley,  who  also  con- 
centrated on  the  heart  in  his 
days  with  athletes,  ap- 
proached four  leading  train- 
ers, all  of  whom  turned  him 
away,  before  offering  his  ser- 
vices to  McMahon  in 
November.  . . . 

The  trainer  says:  “I  don't 
know  if  the  others  dismissed 
him  as  a joke  but  I'm  glad  they 
did.  When  I discussed  it  with 
him  it  all  sounded  quite 
logical  and  so  I thought  we 
would  give  it  a try.  Its  one  of 
the  best  derisions  I ever  made. 

“Most  trainers  would  not 
even  know  what  their  tares' 


hearbeat  should  be  and  ! was 
just  as  ignorant  until  1 met 
Bob.  Now  the  heart  gives  me 
all  the  information  I want." 

Each  of  McMahon's  ten 
jumpers  are  tested  twice  a day 
and  detailed  records  are  kept 
The  horse's  weight  is  also 
measured  before  and  after 
each  gallop  and  McMahon 
intends  to  adapt  these  tech- 
niques to  suit  his  Flat  string 
for  the  new  season  starting 
later  this  month. 

“For  jumpers,  racing  is  an 
endurance  test,  so  they  have  to 
be  physically  fitter  than  on  the 
Flat  where,  up  to  a mile  at 
least,  the  emphasis  is  on' 
speed.  We  will  need  to  make  a 
few  changes  but  the  principle 
remains  the  same." 

McMahon,  who  has  had  10 
winners  this  winter,  is  full  of 
hope  that  Cashew  King  can 
give  him  his  first  Festival 
success.  “He  was  very  impres- 
sive at  Haydock  and  if  he 
reproduces  that  he  will  not  be 
faraway.”

George  Graham  was  busy 
tolling  us,  either  side  of  Christ- 
mas, Thai  his  team  were  not 
the  stuff  of  League  Cham- 
pions.

Howard  Kendall  is  about  to 
be  proved  right  once  again.

Goodison  Park  saw  a myriad 
of  emotions  on  Saturday.

John  Sillen.  the  Coventry 
City  chief  coach,  recalled  wife 
good  humour  on  Saturday  his 
personal  failure  as  a defender  24 
years  ago  when  Coventry  first 
attempted  to  progress  beyond 
this  FA  Cup  quarter-final  stage. 
He  made  the  human  error  that 
day  of  inviting  Bobby  Charlton 
to  shoot  from  35  yards  — which 
Chariton  did  unerringly. 

Charlton  would  Gnd  it  harder 
to  go  round  the  Falstaftian 
figure  of  Silletl  these  days,  at 
feast  not  without  falling  about 
laughing  at  bis  wisecracks.  One 
senses,  though,  it  will  be  another 
24  years  at  least  before 
Wednesday’s  defenders  can  see 
the  funny  side  of  two  fortuitous 
goals  on  Saturday  by  Coventry's 
Houchen,  the  former  scourge  of 
fourth  division  defences. 

Houchen's  unlikely  FA  Cup 
goals  have  tripped  up  such 
giants  as  Arsenal  and  Manches- 
ter United.  He  brought  Sheffield 
Wednesday  to  their  knees  with  a 
shot  which  gained  mightily  from 
a deflection  off  Smith's  foot  for 
his  first  goal,  and  delivered  the 
coup  de  grace  when  the  ball 
bounced  olT  Worthington's  head 
and  ran  straight  down  his  back 
on  lo  Houchen’s  fool.

New  Zealand’s 
victory  by  five  wickets  was  a 
misleading  margin  and  dis- 
guised their  total  supremacy 
as  they  levelled  the  senes. 
More  significantly,  the  match 
brought  proof  that  the  seven- 
year  dominance  of  Test 
cricket  by  West  Indies  has 
ended. 

For  the  second  time  West 
Indies  were  unable  to  redeem 
a poor  start  They  resumed 
their  second  innings,  with  all 
10  wickets  in  hand,  still  197 
runs  behind  and  were  dis- 
missed for  264.  New  Zealand 
needed  only  33  to  win  and  got 
themselves  in  a terrible  tangle 
before  they  did  so. 

It  was  an  irrelevant  period 
of  play  in  some  ways,  though 
it  contained  a portent  for  the 
future.  Walsh  and  Gray,  the

Jackson  finishes 
with  UK  treble

Sparkling  Frost’s  fourth  title 


Colin  Jackson  finished  the 
indoor  athletics  season  as  well 
as  he  started  it,  with  a United 
Kingdom  record.  Pity  about 
foe  in-between.  Jackson,  fav- 
ourite for  foe  European  60 
metres  hurdles  title,  finished 
second  and  was  out  of  the 
medals  in  foe  world  champ- 
ionships last  week.  He  made 
amends  yesterday  with  his 
third  UK  record  01  the  season, 
7.52  seconds,  the  fifih-iastest 
ever. 

Jackson  also  defeated  for- 
mer world  record  holder, 
Marie  McKoy  of  Canada  and 
world  champion,  Tonie 
Campbell  of  foe  United 
States. 

The  times,  if  not  the 
championship  performances, 
auger  well  for  Jackson's  first 
senior  season  outdoors.  World 
junior  champion  last  summer, 
he  was  only  0.01sec  outside 
Mark  Holtom’s  UK  110  me- 
tres hurdles  record  of 
13.43sec.  And  as  good  as  the 
reduction  of  his  indoor  time 
from  7.78sec  to  7.52sec  is  foe 
feet  that  Jackson  is  crossing 
hurdles  with  McKoy  and 
Campbell,  regular  sub- 
13.3Gsec  performers.  McKoy 
has  little  doubt  about 
Jackson’s  potential.  “He’s 
young,  fast  and  aggressive.  He 
has  a great  future.” 

So  might  John  Regis  have  at 
400m  if  he  could  persuade 


himself  to  move  up  a distance. 
Regis  impressed  as  much  with 
his  Commonwealth  300m  best 
of 33.22sec  in  the  Dairy  Crest 
invitation  yesterday  as  with 
his  debut  400m  of 45.47sec  in 
foe  relay  on  Friday  night  at 
Cosford. 

No  such  reservations  from 
Steve  Hurd  about  moving  up 
from  400  to  800m.  His  600m 
victory  in  lmin  I7.12sec  yes- 
terday over  Tony  Morrell  and 
American  record  holder  Chip 
Jenkins,  were  proof  enough 
that  he  can  handle  two  laps 
when  the  time  comes.

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Morten  Frost,  of  Denmark, 
earned  his  fourth  Yonex  All- 
England  title  and  the  victory 
that  European  badminton 
badly  needed  when  he  over- 
came Icuk  Sugiaito,  foe  World 
Cup  winner  from  Indonesia.
